S$ the radio activity was slowly set- 
tling over Hiroshima and the ink 
was drying on the signed Surrender at 
Tokyo Bay, back in Washington the 
Navy Department was setting in motion 
its plans for the peace time Navy. One of 
the important problems immediately con- 
fronted was that of officer personnel. At 
War’s end there were only about twelve 
thousand regular Naval officers. About 
forty thousand would be needed to fill the 
billets of the post-war Navy. Of the re- 
maining twenty-eight thousand, one 
third could be obtained as short term offi- 
cers from the NROTC program and the 
rest, about eighteen thousand, would be 
selected from wartime Temporary and 
Naval Reserve Officers who desired to re- 
main in the Navy and to make it their 
career. This is the basis for the Hollo- 
way Plan which is named after Rear 
Admiral James L. Holloway, jr., former 
Director of Training in the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel and present Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, who was 
the senior member of the board composed 
of two civilian college presidents and 
eight naval officers created by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, James Forrestal, to 
study the proper form, system and method 
of education of officers of the Post-war 
United States Navy. 

The Holloway Board recommended that 
an educational system be instituted to 
provide equal opportunity and a common 
unifying educational experience for Naval 
Academy and non-Naval Academy officers. 
Specifically, the Board’s recommendation 
included a provision for the establishment 
of a General Line School which would 
be attended by all officers during their 
first seven years of commissioned service. 
This was approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy and the Naval Training Station 
at Newport, Rhode Island, was selected 
as the location at which to establish an 
interim General Line School until the 
Postgraduate School, now at Annapolis, 
Maryland, could be located in facilities 
of sufficient capacity to permit the Gen- 
eral Line Course to be included in its 
Program. On July 1, 1946, the General 
Line School at Newport, R. I., under the 
command of Captain Frederick Moosbrug- 
ger, received its first class of officer 
students. 

When forming the curriculum for the 
General Line Course, the Commanding 
Officer and Staff of the new U. S. Naval 
School, General Line (as it is officially 
called) weré faced with difficult prob- 
lems. First of all, there was the choice 
of subjects to be taught and the time to 
be devoted to each. It was a prime pur- 
bose of the school from its inception to 
teach the officer students the art of prob- 
lem solving—not to cram into their minds 
& mass of details and facts that would 
800n be forgotten. Moreover, courses 


could not be made so difficult that stu- 
dents would become “book slaves.” In 
this regard, the Holloway Board had 
Stressed that the school must “Allow...

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Services Prepare New 
Study of Pay Problem 


A joint Army-Navy pay board will be 
convened in the near future to study the 
question of pay in the Armed Services 
with a view toward recommending pay 
increases where warranted. 

Preliminary studies already are under 
way in both the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. They will be turned over to the 
joint pay board along with a recent sur- 
vey of pay in American industry and also 
the reports of special boards studying 
flight pay will be made available. 

The pay board will be concerned pri- 
marily with readjusting the rates of pay 
of each commisioned grade so as to es- 
tablish a closer relationship between pay 
and command responsibility. This will 
doubtless mean pay increases in some 
grades. 

The board has not yet been named, and 
no date has been set for the beginning 
of its study. 

As part of the over-all pay question, the 
board is expected to study flight pay and 
other extra-hazardous duty pay, rental 
allowances, subsistence, longevity, sea 
and foreign service pay, and the overlap- 
ping of pay periods. 

The joint pay board will also study the 
possibility of simplifying present pay 
tables. One proposal certain to receive the 
board’s fullest consideration is that after 
compensating for tax-deductible items, all 
pay and allowances be lumped into one 
pay scale for each grade, and that each 
officer in each grade will receive the same 
amount of pay whether he is married or 
single, in the United States or abroad. 

Such a system, it is claimed, would sim- 
plify the accounting of Finance and Sup- 
ply officers in both Services, and would 
result in savings to the Government by 
simplifying the checking of Government 
expenditures in the Government Account- 
ing Office. 

The board also will receive a proposal 
that pay in the Armed Services should be 
increased automatically in years when 
Federal income taxes reach certain levels. 

Flight Pay Studies 

The “Flying Pay Board,” a four-man 
all-civilian board called together last 
March at the joint request of the Secre- 
taries of War and Navy, has not yet sub- 
mitted a report, nor has an all-Air Force 
board headed by the Air Inspector, Maj. 
Gen. Junius W. Jones, USA. 

The Secretaries’ civilian board has met 
periodically, and has heard from aviation 
and non-aviation members of each of the 
Armed Services. With Mr. John Lord 
O’Brian, a lawyer of Washington, D. C., 
as its chairman, the board includes Mr. 
Albert Jaques, vice president of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Company of 
Newark ; Mr. Arthur W. Page, vice presi- 
dent of the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company ; and Mr. Roane War- 
ing, president of the Memphis Street Rail- 
way Company. 

The AAF Board has also heard ‘the 
views of many witnesses. Besides General 
Jones, the board consists of Maj. Gen. 
Fred L. Anderson, USA, Assistant Chief 
of Air Staff for Personnel; Maj. Gen. 
Bennett E. Meyers, USA-Ret; Brig. Gen. 
Robert Burns, USA, of A-1; Col. W. F.

Army Nurses Commissioned 
General of the Army Dwight D. Hisen- 
hower 18 July presented Col. Florence A. 
Blanchfield, Superintendent of Army 
Nurses, with the first full commission in 
the Regular Army ever given a woman. 


The commissioning of Colonel Blanch- 
field marked the final step in the slow 
rise of Army nurses to full recognition in 
the Service. As the first officer commis- 
sioned in the new Army Nurse Corps, 
Colonel Blanchfield’s serial number will 
be N-1. Successively higher numbers will 
be assigned 72 other Nurse Corps officers, 
whose commissions recommended by 
President Truman, already have been con- 
firmed by the Senate. 





Separate List for JAG’s 


The House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices voted this week to report out favor- 
ably the bill revising the system of mili- 
tary justice in the Army, and in doing so 
included therein an amendment giving 
the officers of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department a separate promotion 
list. 

The Committee approved the separate 
promotion list despite strong opposition 
from Secretary of War Patterson and 
General of the Army Bisenhower. The 
amendment, in effect, gives the JA’s a 
separate professional standing such as 
the Department proposes for the Chap- 
lains, Doctors, Dentists, Veterinarians, 
and Air officers in its proposed promotion 
bill. While opposing such a separate list 
for the JA’s in the Military Justice bill, 
the Department was also opposing such a 
separate list for the Corps of Engineers, 
a proposal which has the strong backing 
of the Rivers and Harbors Association 
and various engineering organizations. 

The Separate list provision in the new 
bill would amend the National Defense 
Act by inserting a provision as follows: 

“Sec. 8. Judge Advocate General's Corps.— 
The Judge Advocate General’s Corps shall 
consist of one Judge Advocate General with 
the rank of major general, one assistant with 
the rank of major general, three officers with 
the rank of brigadier general, and an active 
list commissioned officer strength to be deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War, but such 
strength shall not be less than 1% per centum 
of the authorized active list commissioned offi- 


cef strength of the Regular Army, and in ad- | 


dition warrant officers and enlisted men in 
such number as the Secretary of War shall 
determine.” 

Sec. 47. Regular Army officers shall be per- 
manently appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, in 
the Judge Advocate General’s Corps in the 
commissioned officer grades of major general, 
brigadier general, colonel, lieutenant colonel, 
major, captain, and first lieutenant. The 
names of commissioned officers of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps below the grade of 
brigadier general shal] be carried on the 
Judge Advocate’s promotion list, The Judge 
Advocate’s promotion list shall be established 
by entering thereon the names of the officers 
concerned without change in their order of 
precedence on the existing promotion list. The 
authorized numbers in each of the several 
grades in the Judge Advocate’s promotion list 
shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War, 
but the number thus authorized shall not ex- 
ceed the following percentages of the total 
strength authorized for that list: 8 per centum 
in the grade of colonel; 14 per centum in the

Service Promotion Bill 


The “Officer Personnel Act of 1947,” al- 
ready passed by the House, was reported 
favorably to the Senate yesterday, 18 July. 

The Senate Committee modified Navy 
provisions to authorize a ceiling of five 
full admirals, one of which must be the 
Chief of Operations. The Committee also 
required that in the selection of Navy 
Special-Duty-Only officers for promotion, 
three officers of the same classification 
must be included on the selection board. 

The Senate version omits provisions au- 
thorizing the retention of lieutenants in 
the Navy until they complete 20 years 
active service for retirement purpose, 

The Committee also recommended one 
additional four star general each for the 
Army and for the Air Force. This raises 
the ceiling to five for the Army and four 
for the Air Force. 

Removed from the Army section was a 
provision permitting retirement in the 
highest temporary rank. 

The Committee added several safe- 
guards in the interests of the Corps of 
Engineers. The Senate version requires 
that the Chief of Engineers be an Engineer, 
and authorizes a selection of officers in 
the grades of lieutenant colonel and above 
for this post. Engineer officers would also 
be represented on selection boards. 

The amendment ending authority for 
advancement on the retired list for Naval 
officers commended for performance of 
duty in combat, was modified to continue 
the eligibility of those already com- 
mended. 

General of the Army Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower, USA, and Fleet Admiral Chester 
W. Nimitz, USN, had earlier informed the 
Committee of their approval of the bill, 
and urged that it be enacted as soon as 
possible. 

General Eisenhower predicted that al- 
though there will be objections to adopt- 
ing the selection system for the Army, 
the morale of the Army will be “excellent” 
following enactment of this bill. 

In urging immediate enactment of the 
Army’s proposed promotion system, the 
Chief of Staff asserted that “pressure is 
pretty bad now” because present law re- 
quires “filling up the grades of Lieutenant 
Colonel and Colonel in many instances 
with people we do not want.” (In this 
connection it is noted that there are now 
122 unfilled vacancies in the grade of 
colonel.) 

The Committee has received letters 
from the Secretary of War and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy urging enactment of 
the promotion bill before the recess of 
Congress. 

The Committee questioned General 
Eisenhower in detail on provisions relat- 
ing to the Corps of Engineers. 

Senator John H. Overton (D-La.) this 
week became the first to institute formal 


.action in their behalf. He proposed the 


following amendments to Section 514, 
dealing with mandatory retirements: 

“That no officer who has served twenty 
years or more in the Corps of Engineers shall 
be eliminated or retired under the provisions 
of this section before he has reached the age 
of sixty years.” 

“A Chief of Engineers, who is not retired

Honor General Harbord 


In recognition of his outstanding serv- 
ices, the Board of Directors of the Radio 
Corporation of America, meeting 11 July 
in New York, elected Lt. Gen. James G. 
Harbord, USA-Ret., as its Honorary 
Chairman. 

General Harbord, who joined RCA in 
1923 after a distinguished career in the 
Army, had submitted his resignation as 
active chairman. In complying with his 
request to be relieved of the duties of ac- 
tive chairman, the Board asked that he 
continue ag a member and be made Honor- 
ary Chairman. 

In acceding to the General’s request 
for retirement, the board expressed its 
deep appreciation for the long and dis- 
tinguished services rendered to the cor- 
poration by General Harbord and ex- 
pressed the hope that he may find oppor- 
tunity to record his world-wide experi- 
ences as a leader in the military and 
industrial affairs of the nation. 

At the same meeting, Brig. Gen. David 
Sarnoff, ORC, was elected by the board 
to serve the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica as its chairman as well as its pres- 
ident. 

Maj. Gen. Harry C. Ingles, USA-Ret., 
president of RCA Institutes, has been 
elected a director of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America and its subsidiaries, the 
National Broadcasting Company, Inc.,and 
RCA Communications, Inc. General In- 
gles, until his retirement from the Army 
on 81 March 1947, served as Chief Signal 
Officer. 

Election of Orrin E. Dunlap, jr., as vice 
president in Charge of Advertising and 
Publicity of the Radio Corporation of 
America, also was announced. Mr. Dunlap 
became director of Advertising and Pub- 
licity of RCA on 1 Jan, 1944, efter serving 
for four years as manager of the RCA 
Department of Information. 


General Harbord, who joined the RCA 
on 1 Jan. 1923, served as its president 
until 1930 and since that time as chair- 
man of the board of directors. 


General Harbord literally “rose from 
the ranks” in the Army, having enlisted 
in the 4th Infantry in 1889 after gradu- 
ating from Kansas State Agriculture 'Col- 
lege with a Master of Science degree. He 
Served successively as a private, corporal, 
sergeant, and quartermaster sergeant un- 
til 1891 when he was commissioned a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 5th Cavalry. He 
served as a major of volunteers in the 
Spanish-American War, reverting to the 
grade of first lieutenant in the Regular 
Cavalry afterwards. Immediately upon 
the outbreak of World War I he was made 
a brigadier general and rose rapidly to 
become Chief of Staff to General of the 
Armies John J. Pershing in France, where 
he served as the General’s right hand in 
the conduct of the War. He commanded 
a Marine Brigade near Chateau Thierry 
and the Second Division in the Soissons 
oifensive and later commanded the Serv- 
ice of Supply, but General. Pershing 
brought him back again as his Chief of 
Staff, AEF. After the War when General 
Pershing came to Washington as Chief of 
Staff he made General Harbord his 
deputy. Immediately upon his retirement 
he went with RCA. 





Naval Appropriations Approved 
A Senate-House conference report, 
recommending $3,433,046,100 cash and 
$248,000,000 aircraft authorization for the 
Navy during fiscal 1948, was approved 15 
a by both houses and sent to the Presi- 
ent. 
The Navy appropriations will support 
an average strength of 42,000 officers and 





395,000 enlisted men. Its cash outlay is 
$234,000,000 below the President’s budget 
estimates. 


Asst. Secty. of War Resigns 

President Truman 14 July announced 
his acceptance of the resignation of 
Howard C. Petersen as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War. 

The resignation, President Truman 
said, was accepted with “genuine regret.” 
The President also said that Mr. Peter- 
sen’s service has been “of outstanding 
quality.” 

Mr. Petersen entered the War Depart- 
ment 2 Jan. 1941 as an assistant to the 
then Under Secretary of War Patterson. 
It is expected that he will return to his 
law practice. 

As Assistant Secretary of War, Mr. 
Petersen supervised military government 
activities in Germany, Japan, Korea, 
Austria and Italy. He also acted as 
principal representative of the War De- 
partment at the State Department on all 
matters involving political policy, and 
was the War Department’s member of 
the State-War-Navy Coordinating Com- 
mittee. 








Investigate ‘Green Bowl’ 

An official investigation of the “Green 
Bowl,” 40-year-old secret society of U. 8S. 
Naval Academy graduates, was ordered 
this week by Fleet Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, USN. 

The Office of Naval Intelligence was 
directed to ascertain whether the “Green 
Bowl” is only a social group or has be- 
come an organized clique dedicated to 
helping the Service careers of its mem- 
bers. 

The Green Bowlers were spotlighted re- 
cently during hearings on unification, 
when Capt. John G. Crommelin, USN, 
skipper of the USS Saipan, said that Con- 
gress should “investigate well-formed 
and integrated officer cliques in the Serv- 
ices” before attempting unification. 

Captain Crommelin, relatively senior 
on the list of Captains, was graduated 
from the U. S. Naval Academy in 1923, 
and was high in his class. 

Admiral DeWitt C. Ramsey, USN, Vice 
Chief of Naval Operations, and Vice Adm. 
William M. Fechteler, USN, DCNO for 
Personnel, admitted this week that they 
had joined the “Green Bowl” while Mid- 
shipmen. 

Both said the society, formed in 1907, 
was a schoolboy organization and that 
they had quickly forgotten about it after 
graduation. Admiral Fechteler said he 
welcomed an investigation because he did 
not want his name associated with an 
organization considered undesirable. 

He added that Rear Adm. James L. 
Holloway, jr., USN, Superintendent of the 
Naval Academy had assured him that the 
“Green Bowl” no longer exists at Annap- 
olis. Navy Regulations prohibits forma- 
tion of or membership in secret societies. 





Arrests in Atom Thefts 


Alexander von der Luft, a Princeton 
University student living at Mount Leb- 
anon, Pa., and Ernest D. Wallis, a pho- 
tographer, of Chicago, Ill., both of whom 
had served as sergeants in the Army, have 
been placed under arrest on charges of 
removing atom bomb information from 
the installation at Los Alamos, N. M. 

While it was first reported that the Jus- 
tice Department would not prosecute be- 
cause of the danger of revealing more 
atom secrets at a trial, it is now expected 
that prosecution will go forward as a 
warning to others who might violate se- 
curity. 





Unification Hearings 

The House Committee on Expenditures 
in Executive Departments this week re- 
ported favorably its bill for the unifica- 
tion of the Armed Forces. 

The bill follows the measure passed by 
the Senate with some changes, none of 
which affect the general structure. In- 
stead of a “Secretary of National Secur- 
ity” the House bill would have a “Secre- 
tary of Defense” in over-all charge of the 
establishment. The House also inserted 
safeguards intended to prevent the pro- 
posed Intelligence organization from be- 
coming what members termed a “Ges- 
tapo.” 

Representative Halleck on Wednesday 
obtained a unanimous consent agreement 
to begin consideration of the measure on 
the floor Friday with five hours for gen- 
eral debate. Several members at first op- 
posed his suggestion on the grounds that 
the report and hearings had not yet been 
printed and the members therefore not 
familiar with the details, but after Mr. 
Halleck threatened to go to the Rules 
Committee and obtain an order for the 
bill’s consideration they withheld their 
objections. , 





Special Defense Scientists 

The House Committee on Post Office 
and Civil Service this week favorably re- 
ported a bill permitting the War and Navy 
Departments to employ a limited num- 
ber of scientists at pay up to $15,000 a 
year. 

The bill provides: 

“That the Secretary of War is authorized to 
establish and fix the compensation for, within 
the War Department, not more than thirty 
positions, and the Secretary of the Navy is 
authorized to establish and fix the compensa- 
tion for, within the Naval Establishment, not 
more than fifteen positions in the professional 
and scientific service, each such position being 
established to effectuate those research and 
development functions relating to the national 
defense, military and naval medicine, and any 
and all other activities of.the War Depart- 
ment or Naval Establishment which require 
the services of specially qualified scientific 
or professional personnel: Provided, That the 
rates of compensation for positions estab- 
lished pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall not be less than $10,000 per annum nor 
more than $15,000 per annum.” 

The Departments would be required to 
report annually to Congress the number 
of scientists so employed and the proj- 
ects on which they are working, except 
that where they believe such revelation 
to be detrimental to National Security, 
the reports may be made in executive ses- 
sion. 





Inactive Duty Training Pay 

The House Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices this week reported H. R. 3227, legisla- 
tion that authorizes inactive duty train- 
ing pay for all reserve components of the 
Armed Forces, and authorizes such pay 
in order to facilitate their procurement, 
training and readiness for mobilization. 


, Heretofore attendance at drills for per- 
sonnel of Army reserve groups has been 
voluntary and payless. The legislation 
provides that the pertinent Secretaries 
of War and Navy shall determine the ad- 
ministrative details—the minimum and 
maximum number of drills that may be 
required, and the standards of efficiency 
required. The pay prescribed would be 
one-thirtieth of the monthly base pay, in- 
cluding longevity, authorized for persons 
of corresponding grade and length of 
service in the Regular Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, Coast Guard, or Public Health 
Service—that pay to be for each attend- 
ance at the prescribed drills.

Army and Navy Procurement 

“To facilitate procurement of supplies 
and serviecs by the War and Navy De 
partments,” the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services has this week reported 
H.R. 1366, with amendments of a techni- 
cal but minor nature. 

The purpose of the legislation is to 
earry out the idea back of the unification 
of the Services so as to avoid overlapping 
and duplication of purchasing by the 
Army and Navy. It reestablishes the pre 
war requirement of advertising competi- 
tive bidding in placing of contracts for 
supplies and services, but specifies certain 
exceptions that may be made. 

To prevent abuses, safeguards are set 
where purchases are made by other than 
the advertising method. To bring about 
coordination of procurement between the 
services the purchasing authority of the 
Departments is made uniform. The decla- 
ration of a national emergency will auto 
matically suspend the requirement that 
procurement must be through advertising. 
Small business concerns are to be givel 
the chance to provide supplies in propor- 
tion to their production and delivery abil- 
ity.

Pershing Medal Design 


A design submitted by Anthony De 
Francisci has been selected for the spe 
cial gold medal authorized by Congress 
for presentation to General of the Armies 
John J. Pershing. 

Approval of the design must be granted 
by the Fine Arts Commission and by 
President Truman, after which the medal 
will be struck and presentation made. The 
design was selected by a committee a> 
pointed by Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross, Di 
rector of the Mint. 
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Medical-Dental Pay Increase 

The Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices this week voted to report favorably 
on the bill to increase the pay of medical 
and deutal officers, but greatly limited its 
scope. 

Although the bill reported out by House 
Committee has not yet been acted upon 
by the House, the Senate Committee used 
the House version as a basis. As did the 
House, the Senate Committee included 
the Dentists within the bill’s benefits. 
However, it struck out entirely the pro- 
yisions for 25 per cent pay increases for 
specialists. 

As to the $100 per month addition to be 
granted to all doctors and dentists, the 
Senate placed a limitation of five years 
for such increase and provided that the 
Secretaries must report back to Congress 
in from three to five years as to the need, 
if any, for extending the authority. 

The Senate version extends from two 
to five years the period in which officers 
may volunteer for active duty in order to 
be eligible for the extra pay. It elimi- 
nated the provision that no officer shall 
receive more than $36,000 in such pay. 

After striking out the entire Title II of 
the House bill, entitled “Pay of Medical 
and Surgical Specialists,” the committee 
added the following under the caption, 
taken and amended from the original bill, 
“Original Appointments of Medical and 
Dental Officers” : 

“Section 201—Subject to any limitation of 
the commissioned strength of the Army and 
Navy prescribed by law the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, is 
hereby authorized to make original appoint- 
ments to permanent commissioned grades, 
in rank not above that of colonel in the Med- 
ical and Dental Corps of the Army, and not 
above that of captain in the Medical and Den- 
tal Corps of the Navy in such numbers as the 
needs of the services may require, Such ap- 
pointments shall be made only from qualified 
civilian doctors of medicine and dentists who 
are citizens of the United States and who shall 
have such other qualifications as the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Navy 
may prescribe for their respective services. 
The doctors of medicine and dentists so ap- 
pointed in the Navy shall be carried as addi- 
tional numbers in rank, but shall not in- 
erease the authorized numbers of commis- 
sioned officers of the Medical and Dental Corps 
of the Regular Navy. The doctors of medicine 
and dentists so appointed in the Army shall 
he credited for purposes of promotion with 
the minimum number of years of service now 
or hereafter required for promotion of officers 
of the Medical and Dental Corps to the grade 
in which appointed. 

“Section 202—The Secretary of War and the 
Secretary of the Navy are authorized to pre- 
scribe from time to time such regulations as 
may be necessary for the administration of 
this title within their respective departments.” 

With the elision of Title II of the House 
bill, the provisions of the original House 
bill, calling for the appointment, at extra 
pay, of specialists, of 4 professors, and 
the hiring of civilian doctors on a part- 
time basis, have gone by the board unless 
revived in conference. 


Standardize Army PX’s and 


Navy Ships’ Service Stores 

Following an exhaustive study of Army 
Post Exchanges and Navy Ships’ Service 
Stores, the War and Navy Departments 
have agreed to standardize their opera- 
tonal procedures as much as practicable. 
_ The following steps toward coordina- 
tion have been reported to the House 
Committee on Armed Services: 

“(1) The Army, with the aid of Navy 
personnel, will negotiate Price Agree- 
ments on items common to both services. 
_ “(2) The Services will initiate proceed- 
Ings to establish uniform bases for pay- 
ment of all utilities such as heat, light, 
and power. 

“(3) The Army Special Services and 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel will work 
together in an attempt to establish com- 
mon goals in regard to funds needed for 
the health and welfare of personnel of 
both Services. Until this is done, it is 
almost impossible to establish identical 
sross profit margins for both Services. 
_“(4) The planning officials of both of- 
fices in New York will maintain a close 
liaison at all times in order to assure that 
Similar operating procedures are issued 
by both offices. 

“In addition to the steps that have been 
taken as outlined above, a permanent 
Joint Army-Navy working committee has 
been named to work out other differences 
and to consider future problems that are 
common to both Services. The following 








items of study are now before this com- 
mittee: 

“Authorized lists of patrons. 

“Authorized lists of merchandise car- 
ried. 

“Personnel policies. 

“Ocean shipping. 

“Authorized activities.” 

A letter to the Committee, signed by 
Under Secretary of War Kenneth Royall 
and Assistant Secretary of the Navy W. 
John Kenney, stated: 

“It is our opinion that the two organ- 
izations can go much further in getting 
together and accordingly we will continue 
efforts to standardize on uniform prac- 
tices and procedures for all service 
stores.” 


Navy Post-War Organization 

“A future war will not be limited to 
sea and air—the ground forces must go 
in to hold land that may be taken.” So 
retorted Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
at a hearing on 11 July, to a statement 
by Senator Robertson (R-Wyo.) that “It 
is the consensus of opinion that a future 
war will be carried on by sea and air 
forces.” 

The interchange of ideas occurred dur- 
ing a hearing on S. 1252, legislation that 
would give legislative authority to con- 
tinue permanently the wartime set-up of 
the Office of the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, with duties defined for the CNO, 
and of the Office of Naval Material, with 
duties defined for its Chief. 

The Robertson sub-committee is ex- 
pected to report the bill favorably this 
week to the full committee on the basis 
of the testimony given by the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, W. John Kenney, 
and Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz. 

Testifying on the need of making the 
Office of Naval Material permanent, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Kenney 
stressed the wartime performance within 
the Navy resulting from the setting up of 
that office, a performance made possible 
by coordinating the internal program of 
the Navy in obtaining material in time 
for the combat forces; in coordinating 
with other agencies controlling raw ma- 
terials and facilities needed for the pro- 
gram ; supervising the Navy’s contracting 
procedures; and arranging for the vari- 
ous Bureaus “to work in a consistent and 
uniform manner on the problems of in- 
dustrial readjustment such as contract 
termination and property disposal.” 

Continuing, Secretary Kenney stated: 

“This service, policy-formulating and co- 
ordinating organization proved necessary for 
all out war, It provides for more orderly, 
effective and economical operation in peace- 
time and for greater readiness to meet the 
next emergency. The Navy therefore con- 
siders it of greatest importance in its basic 
organization to have the Congress provide for 





an Office of Naval Material to perform the 
functions previously described. 
“The Office of Naval Material will be 


manned in peacetime with the minimum num- 
ber of personnel which will still permit ef- 
ficient operation and provide an adequate 
nucleus of trained personnel for expansion 
in war. In the event of war the infusion into 
the existing organization of civilians and 
reserve personnel trained and skilled in busi- 
ness and production practices will permit 
the Office of Naval Material to get into high 
gear without change, delay or confusion.” 

Claiming that failure to pass the legis- 
lation will result in the Navy Depart- 
ment reverting to the pre-war set-up, 
Fleet Admiral Nimitz stated that “the 
bill sharpens the duties of the Chief of 
Naval Operations tying him in with the 
business side of the Navy Department.” 

Continuing, Admiral Nimitz called at- 
tention to the fact that under present 
law he is responsible only for the opera- 
tions of the Fleet, and the preparation 
and readiness of plans for its use in war ; 
and for coordinating the functions of the 
Naval Bstablishment “afloat” along with 
determining priorities relating to the re- 
pair and overhaul of ships in commission 
or to be commissioned. 

By the terms of the current bill, accord- 
ing to Admiral Nimitz the Chief of Naval 
Operations will 

“(A) Command the Operating Forces and 
be responsible to the Secretary of the Navy 
for their use, including but not limited to, 
their training, readiness, and preparation for 
war, and plans therefor: 

“(B) Be the principal Naval Adviser to the 
President and to the Secretary of the Navy 
on the conduct of war, and the principal 
Naval Adviser and Naval Executive to the 
Secretary of the Navy on the conduct of the 
activities of the Naval Establishment; and 

“(C) Under the direction of the Secretary 





of the Nhvy, determine the personnel and 
material requirements of the Operating 
Forces, including the order in which ships, 
aircraft, surface craft, weapons, and facili- 
ties are to be constructed, maintained, al- 
tered, repaired, and overhauled, and shall 
coordinate and direct the efforts of the 
Bureaus and Offices of the Navy Department 
as may be necessary to effectuate availability 
and distribution of personnel and material 
required where and when they are needed.” 


Pacifists and Prohibition 


Rear Adm. F. E. M. Whiting, USN 
(Ret), who recently became President of 
the Licensed Beverage Industries, Inc., 
has issued a statement “Opportunity for 
Public Service” in which he draws an in- 
teresting comparison between pacifists 
and prohibitionists. 

Referring to the “misguided advocates 
of prohibition” he says: 

“As a group, they resemble most closely the 
pacifists of a generation or so ago who would 
have us scrap our preparedness programs, As 
an officer who has served through two World 
Wars, I am well acquainted with the argu- 
ments of the pacifists. There is an alarmingly 
close parallel between the arguments of the 
pacifist and the prohibitionist. If the ideas of 
the pacifists were followed, the United States 
would be in grave danger from the interna- 
tional gangsters, who, make no mistake about 
it, would be ready to take over if they could. 
If the prohibitionists’ ideas were followed, 
we would return the United States to the local 
or national gangsters, who operated with 
such devastating effects during all of the pro- 
hibition years. 

“Because of the opportunity for service to 
the country, I have a great deal of enthusi 
asm for the job I begin today. Because of its 
high importance I approach it also with hu 
mility, The convictions I have tried to make 
clear have been strengthened in the past sev 
eral weeks by observations of the many in- 
formed citizens to whom I have talked and 
who have given serious thought to this in 
dustry and its problems.” 

Admiral Whiting outlined the broad 
objectives of Licensed Beverage Indus- 
tries, Inc., as follows: 








“a. To expose and combat the false ideas 
that result in prohibition. 

“b. To encourage sane liquor laws, their 
proper administration and complete observ 
ance, 

“ce, To foster the moderate use of licensed 
beverages.” 

Admiral Whiting recently retired after 
35 years of active service. During World 
War II, after first commanding the USS 
Massachusetts in the invasion of North 
Africa, he was in command of the South- 
east Pacific Forces and later served as 
Commander of the Alaskan Sector and the 
Aleutian Islands. When the War ended, 





he was Island Commander at Saipan. At 
the time of his retirement he was Com- 
mandant of the New York Naval Base. 





- Wave-Wac Legislation 

The Senate Committee on Armed Serv 
ices reported this week a new Wave-Wac 
bill, S. 1641, combining the former sepa- 
rate bills, “To establish the Women’s 
Army Corps in the Regular Army, to au- 
thorize the enlistment and appointment of 
women in the Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps and the Naval and Marine Corps 
Reserve.” 

As reported by the committee, the only 
change from the original bills is in the re 
moval of the limitation on assignment of 
WAVES to certain duties, as contained in | 
Section 210. 





Air Rescue Service Moving 

Air Rescue Service has received orders 
to move its headquarters from Morrison 
Field to MacDill Field, Fla., toward the 
end of July. 

The move will be completed by the time 
Morrison Field is inactivated and the Air 
Transport Command base there is moved 
to Brookley Field, Ala.

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Report on Retirement Bill 

Formal report on the bill for the elimi- 
nation and retirement of officers of the 
Regular Army and setting up a retirement 
system for the National Guard and Re- 
serve components of all the Armed Forces 
was filed with the House 11 July by the 
House Committee on Armed Services, 

Actual vote to report the measure was 
taken by the Committee some weeks ago, 
as reported in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of 28 June. The Committee leaders 
will now work to. have it approved by the 
House before Congress recesses, Under 
present plans the Senate Committee does 
not have it on its schedule for action at 
this session, 

Text of the Committee’s formal report 
follows: 

Regular Army Retirement 

Title II provides for the voluntary retire- 
ment based upon years of service of officers, 
warrant officers, and enlisted men of the Reg- 
ular Army. 

Section 202 (a) (of this title) provides for 
the voluntary retirement, in the discretion of 
the Secretary of War, of any officer on the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army or Philippine 
Scouts or any officer of the Reserve compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States who 
has completed not less than 20 years’ and 
not more than 30 years’ active Federal serv- 
ice in the armed forces of the United States, 
at least 10 years of which must have been 
active commissioned service, Officers shall re- 
ceive retired pay at the rate of 2% per cent of 
the annual active duty base and longevity pay 
for the rank with which retired, multiplied 
by the number of years of service credited 
for longevity pay purposes. In no case shall 
such pay exceed 75 per cent of the annual 
active duty base and longevity pay. 

Section 203 (a) provides that commissioned 
officers in the Regular Army heretofore or 
hereafter retired under any provision of law 
shall be advanced on the retired list to the 
highest temporary grade which they satis- 
factorily held during the period of September 
0, 140, to June 30, 1946, The Secretary of 
War is given the right to determine the high- 
est temporary grade which was held satisfac- 
torily by the officer, Such officers receive re- 
tired pay at the rate prescribed by law, com- 
puted on the base and longevity pay which 
they would receive if serving on active duty 
in such higher grade, This provision is prac- 
tically identical with the act of 1946, pertain. 
ing to the Navy (Public Law 305, 79th Cong.) 

Warrant Officers 

Section 203 (c) provides that warrant offi- 
cers of the Regular Army sha!l be entitled to 
retirement under the same conditions as com- 
missioned officers. In addition it allows them 
voluntary retirement in the discretion of the 
Secretary of War after 20 years of active- 
service, Warrant officers retired after 20 years 
of active service will receive retired pay at 
the rate of 2% per cent of their annual active 
duty base and longevity pay at the time ef 
retirement, multiplied by the number of years 
of service credited for longevity pay pur- 
poses, but not to exceed 75 per cent. This ac- 
tion also provides that any warrant officer 
heretofore or hereafter retired under any pro- 
vision of law shall be advanced on the retired 
list to the highest temporary officer, flight 
officer, or warrant officer grade satisfactorily 
held by him, as determined by the Secretary 
of War, during the period of World War II. 
Such advancement on the retired list shall be 
granted upon the completion of 30 years’ 
total service, to include the sum of his ac- 
tive service and his service on the retired 
list. Upon being advanced to such higher 
grade these officers will receive retired pay 
computed on the basis of the pay of that high- 
er grade, An exception is made in the case of 
warrant officers retired for disability inci- 
dent to service. If entitled to advanced re- 
tired grade and increased retired pay under 
the provisions of this title, such officers will 
receive the advanced grade and increased pay 
immediately upon their retirement, 

Section 203 (d) provides for the advance- 
ment of retired members of the Army Nurse 
Corps to the highest commissioned rank with 
which they served satisfactorily, as deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War, during World 
War II, They are granted a similar increase 
in retired pay, 

Enlisted Men 

Section 203 (e) provides for the advance- 
ment to the highest temporary commissioned, 
warrant, or enlisted grade satisfactorily held 
by them during World War II, of retired en- 
listed men of the Regular Army. As in the case 
of warrant officers, such advancement shall 
take effect upon the completion of 30 years 
of service, to include the sum of their active 
service and their service on the retired list. 
Similarly, enlisted men so advanced will re- 
ceive retirement pay based upon such higher 
temporary rank. An exception similarly made 
as in the case of warrant officers retired for 
disabilities incident to service is likewse made 
for enlisted men so retired, That is, they need

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AGF Command Changes 

One general officer retirement and sev- 
eral changes in command assignments 
were announced 15 July by General Jacob 
L. Devers, commanding general of the 
Army Ground Forces. 

Maj. Gen. Ernest N. Harmon, who re- 
cently returned from Germany where he 
organized and commanded the U. 8S. Con- 
stabulary in the American Occupation 
Zone, will retire 31 Aug. in his permanent 
rank of colonel after 30 years’ service. 

Maj. Gen. Louis A. Craig, deputy com- 
manding general of the Fifth Army, and 
Brig. Gen. Ralph J. Canine, Chief of Staff, 
V Corps, Fort Bragg, N. C., are leaving in 
August and September for assignments 
with Headquarters, European Command. 
Maj. Gen. Edwin P. Parker, Inspector 
General for the European Command, will 
replace General Craig with the Fifth 
Army. 

Maj. Gen. Robert T. Frederick, assis- 
tant commandant of the Artillery School, 
Seacoast Branch, Fort Winfield Scott, 
Calif., will assume duties as chief of the 
Ground Section at the Air University, 
Maxwell Field, Ala. Brig. Gen. William 8. 
Lawton, G-2, Fifth Army, will replace 
General Frederick. 








Army Appropriations Bill 

The Military Establishment appropria- 
tions bill, HR 3678, authorizing expen- 
ditures totalling $5,616,618,799, was 
passed by the Senate on 15 July, and sent 
to conference. 

A proposal by Senator William Langer 
(R-N. D.) to give the franking privilege 
to adjutants general of the National 
Guard was rejected on a point of order. 

The House had voted appropriations of 
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$5,280,982,423—a cut of $435,809,077 be- 
low budget estimates. 

The following Senators were appointed 
to meet with House conferees: Gurney 
(R-S. D.), Brooks (R-Ill.), Reed (R- 
Kans.), Bridges (R-N. H.), Thomas (D- 
Okla.), Hayden (D-Ariz.), and Overton 
(D-La.). 


Corregidor Generals Bill 

To give the President authority to give 
permanent commissions as major generals 
or brigadier generals to certain officers 
captured by the Japanese who had tempo- 
rary commissions while serving in the 
Philippines during World War II, the 
House Committee on Armed Services 
has this week reported H.R. 2993, the 
duplicate of a bill failing of enactment 
during the 79th Congress. 

If enacted, the following officers would 
be appointed permanent major generals 
of the line: Bdward P. King, jr; William 
F. Sharp; George F. Moore; George M. 
Parker, jr.; and Albert M. Jones. 

Those to be appointed permanent briga- 
dier generals of the line: Clifford Blue- 
mel; James R. N. Weaver; Maxon 38. 
Lough; William HB. Brougher; Joseph P. 
Vachon; Charles C. Drake; Bradford G. 
Chynoweth ; Clinton A. Pierce; Arnold J. 
Funk; Lewis C. Beebe; Kearie L. Berry ; 
and Luther R. Stevens, an officer of the 
Philippine Constabulary who served in 
the Philippine Army. 

When relieved from active duty, Carl 
H. Seals, a retired officer of the Regular 
Army recalled to active duty, would be 
advanced on the retired list to the grade 
of brigadier general. 
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Comments on Army Bill 

Following are some of the comments 
written to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
by officers of the Army on the new pro- 
motion bill proposed by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Copies of all comments and suggestions 
sent to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL will 
be turned over to the members of the 
Senate Committee on Armed Services. 
These copies will contain no identification 
of the individual officers submitting them. 
The originals will be kept strictly confi- 
dential in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL’S 


offices. 
Maj., AC: “I favor the bill as drafted. The 
great diversity of personal conditions ex- 


isting in any large institution make it prac- 
tically impossible to design any system which 
would avoid inequalities to a minority and 
no system flexible enough to be effective could 
avoid all possibility of abuse.” 

Maj., VC: “Believe bill in present form is 
unsuitable due to human element that will 
be involved in selection of a high percentage 
of officers for promotion rather than selection 
for promotion by efficiency.” 

1st Lt., Inf.: “In the case of two good offi- 
cers should the second on the promotion list 
be superior to the first, he still could not be 
promoted until after the first one on the pro- 
motion list.” 

Capt., AC: “This bill will definitely make 
for an officer corps of ‘yes’ men, and playing 
politics. It has some very good points: in 
fact, it is a good bill in most respects and if 
it would actually work as it is drafted, I 
would be for it. Experience with human na- 
ture has taught me that this selection cannot 
work impartially and fairly, but ‘apple-pol- 
ishing’ will enter.” 

Lt. Col., Inf.: “Object to the provisions for 
RA WAC allotment, If this expensive War- 
Time ‘Must’ organization is thrust upon the 
Army: recommend WAC officers be graduates 
of West Point. Object to Section 17 d, f, and 
h. Reeserve officers should not be required to 
take a temporary appointment in the AUS 
below his permanent rank in the ORC. Re- 
serve officers ordered to Federal Active Serv- 
ice for a specific length of time should not 
be relieved at any time during the period.” 

Lt. Col., FA: “Designed by and for the 
Pentagon gang. Note how initial vacancies 
will be filled, All federal service (including 
USMA) should count for longevity and retire- 
ment, This bill can easily perpetuate a mili- 
tary hiearchy. Selection in itself OK, but WD 
records are not sufficiently complete nor ac- 
curate on which to base selection.”

Training Divisions Activated 

Wartime commanders of the Fourth, 
Fifth and Ninth Infantry Divisions and 
the Third Armored Division participated 
in ceremonies returning divisional colors 
and battle honors when the units were 
reactivated as training divisions 15 July, 
The ceremonies marked the redesignation 
of Replacement Training Centers at Fort 
Dix, N. J., Fort Jackson, 8. C., Fort Ord, 
Calif., and Fort Knox, Ky., as divisions, 

Maj. Gen. Raymond O. Barton, com- 
manding the Fourth Infantry Division 
from July 1942 to December 1944, and 
now retired, was present for the redesig- 
nation of the Replacement Training Cen- 
ter at Fort Ord. 

The Fifth Infantry Division's war- 
time leader, Maj. Gen. Stafford L. Irwin, 
who commanded from June 143 to April 
1945, was present at Fort Jackson to re- 
turn the colors of the Red Diamond Divi- 
sion. 

At Fort Dix, Maj. Gen. Manton 8. Eddy 
presented the colors of the Ninth Infan- 
try Division. General Eddy commanded 
the Ninth Division from August 1942 to 
August 1944.

Gen. MacArthur Names Joint 
Board 


General _MacArthur has appointed a 
board composed of representatives of the 
U. S. Army, Navy, and Air Forces, to 
study ways to make joint use of their fa- 
cilities in Japan, Korea, the Philippines 
and the Ryukyus. 

The “Joint Facilities Board, FEC” will 
make recommendations to General Mac- 
Arthur for economic consolidation of such 
activities as communications, medical fa- 
cilities, transportation, laundries, commis- 
saries, bakeries, Army exchange stores 
and ships’ service stores, supply depots, 
and inspection activities.

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Naval War College Class 


Stressing the desirability of developing 
adaptability and flexibility to meet condi- 
tions beyond the horizon of our present- 
day concern, Admiral Raymond A. 
Spruance, USN, President of the Naval 
War College, welcomed the Naval War 
College class of 1947-48 in ceremonies in 
Pringle Hall 12 July. 

Admiral Spruance emphasized the ne- 
cessity for freedom of speech and 
though, and stated that representatives 
of all Services must keep their minds 
open and acceptable to new ideas, and not 
allow themselves to become prejudiced 

‘ or stereotyped. This danger can best be 
avoided by the proper use of flexibility. 
initiative, and resourcefulness, he said. 

The new Naval War College class is 
composed of 152 Army, Navy, and Marine 
officers of all specialties, and one repre- 
sentative of the State Department. This 
year marks the inauguration of the new 
Logistics course. 

With its fine facilities, Admiral Spru- 
ance stated, the Naval War College offers 
excellent opportunities to develop the im- 
portant characteristic—*flexibility.” 

Admiral Spruance’ introduced Vice 
Adm. Robert B. Carney, USN, Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for Logistics, 
who stressed the importance of logistics 
The establishment of a logistics course on 
a parity with strategy and tactics, he 
said, “furnishes added evidence of the 
Navy's determination to prevent any re- 
lapse toward unrealistic thinking.” 

He defined logistics as “an all-hands 
maneuver in which each component pliys 
a vital and important part—but bear in 
mind, always, that those who bear the 
responsibility for operations must write 
the basic ticket and control this vital 
function.” 

Following the opening ceremonies, 
Admiral Carney made a brief inspection 
of Sims Hall, in which the Logistic class 
will be located. 


Transfer Procedure Changed 

Terminating the series of Alnav reports 
listing officers selected for transfer to the 
Regular Navy under Public Law 347, the 
Navy has announced that in the future 
notification of selection or non-selection 
will be by individual letter to the officer 
concerned. 

Active personnel will have ten days 
after notification by their Commanding 
Officer to accept their appointments. In- 
active personnel must accept appoint- 
ments within one month. 

Although names of officers whose ap- 
pointments have been revoked by the 
President will continue to appear in the 
Navy Department Semi-Monthly Bulle- 
tin, appointments will no longer be pub- 
lished. The last such appointments were 
contained in BuPers C/L 99-47. 

“In lieu thereof, individual appoint- 
ments to the Regular Navy will be for- 
warded to the officer concerned via his 
Commanding Officer for active personnel, 
and via local District Commandants in 
the case of inactive personnel,” accord- 
ing to Alnav 158. 
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Continue USMC Readjustment 


In continuing the readjustment of 
lineal precedence placing officers in the 
same class or group in the same rank 
with proper relative precedence, the 
Marine Corps has reduced some junior 
Naval Aviators from Captain to First 
Lieutenant. 

The Marine Corps announces that these 
readjustments are to be regarded “in no 
way as any reflection whatever upon 
their conduct or performance of duty.” 
Almay 159, listing the latest reductions, 
states, in part: 

“The present temporary appointments in 
the rank of Captain of all Naval Aviators 
junior to Edwin O. Reed ‘now on active list 
of the Marine Corps or Marine Corps Reserve, 
with the inclusion and exceptions as set forth 
below, by direction of the President, are 
hereby terminated 10 July 1947. Effective 10 
July, the President appoints such officers to 
the grade of First Lieutenant for temporary 
service in the Marine Corps or Marine Corps 
Reserve as appropriate, to rank from dates 
as will be published in Navy Department 
Bulletin, Reference is made to the 1 Jan. 1946 
lineal list including any officer subsequent- 
ly added thereto.

Plan Huge Amphibious Base 

If the United States and Puerto Rico 
reach favorable agreement, the Navy is 
contemplating construction of the largest 
amphibious training base in the Atlantic 
on U. S.-owned Vieques Island, 12 miles 
east of Roosevelt Roads. 

Upwards of 25,000 men from all 
branches of the Armed Services would be 
engaged in intermittent training at the 
site selected. However, the Puerto Rican 
government does not wish to relinquish 
the island nor move inhabitants out of 
the area. 

Vice Adm. Daniel FB. Barbey, USN, 
Commander of the Caribbean Sea Fron- 
tier, while making an on-the-spot exam- 
ination of the site, reported that Vieques 
Island, 18 miles long and four miles wide, 
is a favorable base site for the following 
reasons: 

It is a U. S. territory. It is sparsely 
populated. It is near the U. S. mainland. 
Its beaches and terrain are suitable for 
amphibious training. Part of the island 
already is used by the Navy. It is near 
the Naval Base on Puerto Rico. 

The Navy will require 15,000 acres of 
the island for the new base. It already 
works all but 4,370 acres, but leases most 
of it to the insular government. Admiral 
Barbey said that although alternate 
choices had not yet been considered, Trin- 
idad and Cuba appear to be logical 
choices. 


Salvage Money Due 

Officers and enlisted personnel serving 
in the USS Omaha and USS Somers, who 
participated in the apprehension and salv- 
age of the camouflaged German freighter 
Odenwald during the period 6-17 Nov. 
1941, have been requested by the Judge 
Advocate General to prepare letters re- 
questing salvage awards now due. 

A total of 51 officers and 829 enlisted 
personnel have been awarded salvage 
money by the United States District 
Court for Puerto Rico. Each of the 66 
officers and men who formed the boarding 
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and salvage party from the Omaha and 
Somers were awarded $3,000 by the Dis- 
trict Court, and each other officer or 
member of the crews were awarded two 
months pay and allowances. 

The Odenwald interests and Swiss 
mortagees of the German vessel have ap- 
pealed the District Court decision, which 
was handed down last 30 April. The board- 
ing party went aboard the Odenwald after 
she had been set afire and left a derelict. 


Bikini Scientific Resurvey 

Aboard USS Chilton at Bikini — The 
Navy reoccupied Bikini Island on 15 July, 
just 355 days after the underwater atomic 
bomb blast sent a mile-high column of 
radioactive sea water crashing down on 
the Operation Crossroads target fleet. 

First man ashore was Capt. Christian 
L. Engleman, USN, project officer for the 
Bikini Scientific Resurvey. He led a party 
of rodiological monitors, scientists and 
military technicians on an exhaustive and 
thorough search of the island. 

yeiger counters indicated some radio- 
activity on the beach. However Comdr. 
FE. S. Gilfillan, jr.,. USNR, technical direc- 
tor for the project, said the amount re- 
corded was not significant. Stronger 
amounts of radioactivity were noted on 
life rafts and on other gear cast up on 
the beach. It is believed some of this ma- 
terial may have drifted ashore. 

Installations on Bikini, including build- 
ings and construction equipment left on 
the island when it was abandoned last 
year, were found to be in good condition. 
Three of the small pontoon type docks 
used by the Crossroads task force re- 
mained operative. 

Many flies, spiders, moths, crickets, but- 
terflies and ants were noted by the in- 
spection party. A member of the scientific 
staff caught a small lizard. Black-tipped 
shark and several species of brightly 
colored tropical fish could be seen in the 
emerald-clear water around Bikini docks. 

Vegetation on the island appeared un- 
changed from last Summer. Captain En- 
gleman commented on the excellent crop 
of coconuts and papaya. 

The Chilton, flagship of the Bikini 
Scientific Resurvey task group, entered 
Enyu Channel and anchored a few miles 
off Bikini Island shortly before noon on 
16 July. Capt. T. Henry Hederman, USN, 
task group commander, assembled his en- 
tire force the following day when the 
landing craft, LCI(L) 615 arrived from 
Kwajalein. The third member of the task 
group, the submarine rescue vessel USS 
Coucal, arrived at Bikini with the Chilton. 

Elaborate safety precautions were 
taken for the initial landing. 

The moment the landing party hit the 
Bikini beach Lt. Col. Carl E. Grant, USA, 
project radiological safety officer, divided 
the island into sections and sent his crew 
of Geiger counter carrying monitors on a 
painstaking search of the area. No portion 
of the island went unchecked. 

Captain Engleman said a careful ex- 
amination of Bikini Island indicated that 
it had been unoccupied by human beings 
since the last Crossroads personnel de- 
parted in 1946. Several members of the 
inspection party reported finding fresh 
dog tracks in the sand. These may have 
been made by one of the puppies born on 
Bikini Island during the Baker Day blast 
last year. It is not known whether or not 
all those puppies were evacuated when 
Crossroads personnel left the island. 

Comdr. J. R. Denny, USN, project con- 
struction officer, plans to establish a Sea- 
bee camp on Bikini. 


Adm. Nimitz to Hospital 
Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, was admitted 
to the U. S. Navy Medical Center, Be- 
thesda, Md., on 15 July, for treatment of 
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inflammation to the right leg. His condi- 
tion is not serious. 

It is expected that Admiral Nimitz wil] 
be hospitalized for about a week. 


Plan High-Speed Submarine 


Hull, machinery and contract plans for 
the world’s fastest combat submarines, 
recently authorized by Congress, are he. 
ing prepared by the Bureau of Ships and 
the Portsmouth Naval Shipyard, Ports. 
mouth, N. H. 

The new submarines will be named the 
USS Tang and USS Trigger, honoring 
two famous World War II undersea 
fighters. 

Scheduled for completion in 1951, the 
Tang and Trigger will be the first ships 
of the Navy’s post-war fleet. All desirable 
enemy and Allied wartime developments 
will be incorporated in their design, 
Final detail features, however, will not 
be fixed until near the end of their con- 
struction in order to include develop- 
ments perfected during the next few 
years. 

30th subs will carry new weapons and 
more efficient sonar equipment for de- 
tection purposes. Notwithstanding radi- 
eal departures from conventional hull and 
machinery designs, there will be no 
changes in the high standards of habit- 
ability that are typical of American subs. 
A Navy Department announcement 
states that improved messing facilities 
and lighting fixtures will make the Tang 
and Trigger the most comfortable sub- 
marines afloat. 

The two new submarines will carry to 
sea names that have become legendary in 
the history of submarine and naval war- 
fare. The first Tang, completed in 1948, 
won two Presidential Unit Citations far 
sinking 93,824 tons of Japanese shipping. 
The first Trigger, completed in 1942, sank 
86,552 tons of Japanese shipping, won one 
PUC and one Navy Unit Citation. Both 
were lost in 1945. 


Comments on Navy Bill 


The following comments on the Navy 
Department’s proposed promotion Dill 
have been received by the ARMY AND

Other- 
wise such officers permanently suffer under 
new system in which present temporary 
ranks are continued until permanent ranks 
catch up.

“The bill should be amended to require re 
consideration of all officers who failed of 
selection during wartime selection, and rela- 
tive lineal position be readjusted prior ™ 
promulgation of single lineal list, Enactment 
of amendment listed in 28 June and 12 July 
issues of Army and Navy Journal would 
erase my objection.” 

Comdr, USN—“I favor the bill as drafted. 
Very fair treatment to all, especially to ex 
Reservists.” 

Comdr, USN—“Section 304(a) requires that 
a lineal list be made within 30 days. This 
‘freezing’ of the lineal position of new Regt 
lars who have transferred from USNR should 
not be accomplished until consideration is 
given to the adjustment of their lineal post 
tions to correct gross injustices caused by 
one ‘passover’ in junior ranks which re sulted 
in three or four years’ loss in seniority.

Cadets in a Summer aviation program 
have been completed by representatives of 
Headquarters, the Coast Guard Academy, 
and the Air Station, Elizabeth City, where 
the instruction will be given. 

Consisting of approximately 60 hours 
of instruction extended over three weeks 
or a month, the indoctrination will be 
the first in what is planned as a perma- 
nent feature of post-war Cadet training. 


A comprehensive course of lectures and 
instruction has been set up, and it is 
hoped that each Cadet will get a short 
flight in each of the three most-used types 
of Coast Guard aircraft—PBY, PBM, and 
PB-1G. The Cadets will be flown from 
New London to Elizabeth City by Coast 
Guard transport aircraft. 


The selection of the Academy Class of 
1951 has been practically completed. Of 
the 250 eligible candidates, 150 have been 
issued appointments to Cadetship; 37 
have been rejected because of failure to 
pass the physical examination; 37 have 
declined appointments; and there are 7 
pending physical cases. 


It was the desire of Headquarters to 
have an entering class of approximately 
150 candidates. It is believed that due to 
the employment of a comprehensive type 
of examination, scoring and selection by 
a standard scoring system and the wide 
use of aptitude tests, the selection of 
Academy applicants for this year is better 
than at any previous time. 


a U. S. COAST GUARD 


The Cutters Campbell (WPG-32) and 
Bagle (WIX-327) are due to return to 
New London on 17 Aug. at the end of 
the 1947 Cadet Practice Cruise. Capt. 
Miles H. Imlay, USCG, Squadron Com- 
mander, is in the Eagle. 

Aboard the Campbell are approximately 
14 officers, 60 Cadets of the first and 
third classes, and 95 enlisted men. Aboard 
120 Cadets of the first and third classes, 
the Eagle are approximately 14 officers, 
and 43 enlisted men. 

From 22 Aug. to 14 Sept., approxi- 
mately 80 Cadets of the second and 200 
Cadets of the fourth class will embark on 
the Atlantic and Eagle for a practice 
cruise. 

The report of the Board of Visitors to 
the Coast Guard Academy, transmitted 
to Congress on 16 July, reports that “for 
the first time in the history of the 10 meet- 
ings of the Board, the Cadet Battalion 
commander and his adjutant were invited 
to sit in during the presentation of the 
Superintendent’s report and the delibera- 
tions of the Board.” 

The Board of Visitors report included 
recommendations for expansion and im- 
provement of playing-field facilities, con- 
struction of a rigging loft building for 
the storage of sails and equipment, con- 
struction of a new wing to Satterlee Hall 
for a lecture hall, enactment of H. R. 3539, 
authorizing construction of a chapel, and 
for the Academy to recommend a solution 
to the shortage of housing for members 
of the Academy staff. 





Constellation Leaves Boston 


The historic sailing frigate USS Con- 
stellation, now at the Naval Shipyard, 
Boston, will be towed soon to its previous 
berth at Newport, R. I., pending decision 
by Congress as to its ultimate restoration 
and retention as a Navy relic. The vessel 
will be moved at such time within the 
next few weeks as the weather appears 
most favorable. 


The ship, launched 7 Sept. 1797, had 





been towed from Newport to Boston last 
October in order that she might be dry- 
docked for survey and essential repair of 
her underwater body. This work has now 
been completed at a cost of about $25,000. 
None of the extensive work required to 
restore her to her original condition as 
a full-rigged ship has been undertaken. 

The Constellation will be towed to 
Newport in sheltered waters, as it is not 
considered safe to tow her in the open 
ocean. 
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in joint study of Service pay which the War and Navy Departments are prepar- 

ing to undertake must be a thorough and searching one designed to completely 
modernize the system in the Armed Forces. Few outside the Services realize that the 
pay of commissioned personnel is still based on schedules and methods of computation 
set up in 1908. Since that date there have been some revisions and substantial in- 
creases in enlisted pay, but officers have benefited only by minor revisions and small 
increases. Yet in that period civilian incomes have been elevated to virtually a revo- 
lutionary degree. During the promotion hearings members of the House Committee 
expressed surprise that ensigns and second lieutenants—college trained specialists— 
are required to serve three years before a pay increase from their basic $2,160 rate. As 
to the higher grades, it was shown that civilian industries, such as the railroads, have 
much larger percentages of men in pay brackets as high, and considerably higher, 
than those provided by the Armed Forces. The new study must also take up the in- 
come tax problem, which under present conditions is in fact a pay cut in which the 
employee rebates part of his pay to his employer. During the war, active officers have 
been allowed a $1,500 “military deduction” in computing their tax, but now there is 
a movement to take even this much from them. In considering the tax problem, we 
urge that all officers active and retired (the latter group is now subject to the full 
force of the tax law and gets no special exemption unless retired for physical disabil- 
ity) be exempt from the income tax. While patriotism and love of Service always will 
be the dominating influence in building the new Army, Navy, and Air Force, the 
Armed Forces must offer more adequate remuneration to attract and hold the high 
type of career enlisted men, warrant officers, and commissioned officers required for 
the strong and efficient defense forces this Nation needs. 


HETHER the services like it or not, the President and the Congress are about 

to decree that they shall be “unified.” Specifically, both the Senate and 
House Bills declare that the new organization is not to be regarded as a “merger,” 
and this is carried out by the provisions for an independent Army, an independent 
Navy, and, for the first time in our history, an independent Air Force. Over 
all is to be a Secretary of National Security or a Secretary of Defense, whatever the 
title finally determined upon by the two Houses, and he will have a difficult and 
complicated job without much legal power and the successful performance of which 
will depend upon the extent of the backing he will receive from changing Com- 
manders-in-Chief. We know from the history of this legislation that in its final 
form it is being grudgingly acquiesced in by the Services, and in such an atmosphere it 
is likely there will be quarreling on the highest levels perhaps equal to greater than the 
evils it is intended to cure. To give the impending law the best chance of survival, the 
President wisely has decided to retain the civilian officials who have worked with 
him in its drafting. Secretary Forrestal has been selected to head the new organiza- 
tion, and his support of that establishment will incline it to accept his policies loyally. 
Slated for another important post, probably on the Supreme Court when a vacancy 
occurs, Secretary Patterson of recognized brilliant administrative achievement dur- 
ing and after the War, will be succeeded as the Secretary of the Army, but not Secre- 
tary of War, by Under Secretary Royall. The Secretary of the Navy will be Under 
Secretary Sullivan. The Secretary for Air will be Assistant Secretary of War for Air 
Symington. For the time being General of the Army Eisenhower will continue as 
Chief of Staff of the Army, and Fleet Admiral Nimitz as Chief of Operations of the 
Navy and their successors, General Omar Bradley and Admiral Louis Denfeld, will 
carry on the execution of the law where they will leave off. It is pointed out in this 
connection that since the Air Force has been virtually separated from the Army 
Since 1942 its independence will cause no violent rupture or disorganization of the 
older service, although there will be required specific directives to insure eoopera- 
tion. As General Spaatz, by reason of his Army Service, is thoroughly familiar 
with its military practice, and as he is ambitious to show that independence does 
mot mean division, he will do his utmost to produce harmonious relations. The 
Navy will retain its own air and the Marine Corps has been assured of its security. 
‘Thus remaining as an independent establishment except for subordination to the 
Deputy of the Commander in Chief, which in fact is the true designation of the posi- 
tion of that official, the Navy should, and with Mr. Forrestal’s guidance, engage with 
its sister services in making adjustments that will conform with its power and duties. 
‘The country can be sure that a real effort will be made to make the new scheme work 
—the Services are devoted in their loyalty. What is to be expected is that experience 
will show the défects that exist and when they become glaring, the President and 





the Congress can be depended upon to remedy them.

The first twin-engine transport type 
helicopter, the Army Air Forces’ XR-10, 
has\ successfully completed its first test 
_— at the Kellett plant, North Wales, 
2. 


The XR-10 was designed to service 
Ground Force units in ordinarily inac- 
cessible areas. It is powered with two 
Continental 525 horsepower engines and 
has two counter-rotating, intermeshing, 
three-bladed rotors, both of which can be 
driven by either of the two engines. 

Capable of carrying ten passengers in 
addition to the pilot and co-pilot, the XR- 
10 has a gross weight of almost 11,000 
pounds, a maximum speed of well over 
100 miles per hour and, at a cruising 
speed of 90 miles per hour has a range of 
nearly 350 miles.

“On this fortieth anniversary of the birth 
of the Army Air Forces we commemorate the 
achievements of the past and pay grateful

“The Army Air Forces was born in 1907 as 
a special division of the Signal Corps, staffed 
by one officer and two enlisted men. During 
the first World War the fledgling Air Force 
grew into an organization of 195,000 officers 
and men. Many of the daring flyers whose dog 
fights over France pioneered the development 
of combat tactics remained in service between 
the wars to fight for a strong air arm to 
maintain the security of the nation. 

“In World War II more than 2,400,000 offi- 
cers and men of the Army Air Force struck 
the blows which insured our victory in Eu- 
rope and decided the fate of Japan, 

“Today the Army Air Forces is proud to 
shoulder its heavy portion of the tremendous 
responsibility we all share to insure an endur- 
ing peace and maintain the security of the 
United States. But the 375,000 officers and men 
who are working to make the Army Air Forces 
an unsurpassed weapon of defense need the 
wholehearted support and encouragement of 
the American people in their sober task.” 


Flight C Reaches Japan 

Eight B-29’s representing the Strategic 
Air Command's Flight C, scheduled for a 
month’s training mission in Japan, ar- 
rived at Yokota Army Air Base 2 July 
after completing a trip which began at 
Fort Worth, Tex. The flight is commanded 
by Lt. Col. Howard Hughes. 


B-29s to Spokane 


The 92nd Very Heavy Bomber Group 
of the Army Air Forces Strategic Air 
Command has been assigned to the Spo- 
kane, Wash., Army Air Field and the 
movement of aircraft and personnel to 
the installation is now under way. 

The Spokane installation has been used 
as a depot by the Air Materiel Command 
but the depot is now being deactivated 
and the AAF expects to transfer com- 
mand of the base to the Strategic Air 
Command soon. At present AMC and 
SAC have joint use of the field. One of 
three squadrons of Boeing B-29 Super- 
fortresses to be assigned to the group has 
been moved to the field. 


ATC Moving Operations 

Potential utilization of the new, larger 
strategic air transport planes such as 
the Douglas C-74 and Boeing C-97, now 
being flown by Air Transport Command, 
is shown in the recent move of a complete 
air materiel depot from Florida to the 
Canal Zone. 

A total of 1,055,450 pounds of materiel 
was flown from Miami, Fla., to the Pana- 
ma Canal Zone by ATC’s Atlantic Divi- 
sion. The C-74 was used for 41 trips, 
earrying 951,405 pounds across the Carib- 
bean. The C-54 flew 16 trips carrying 
104,405 pounds. The average weight car- 
ried per trip was 6,525 pounds for the 
C-54 and 23,205 pounds for the C-74. 
Largest cargo on the C-74 was 29,603 
pounds against the C-54 top payload of 
10,354 pounds. 


Andrews Field Housing 

The Corps of Engineers has awarded a 
contract for the erection of 41 buildings, 
containing 164 military housing units, at 
Andrews Field, Md. 

The contract calls for the erection of 
the new type of temporary housing re- 
cently developed by the Corps of Engi- 
neers which can be converted into perma- 
nent domiciles at very small cost. The 
building, containing four two-bedroom 
apartments, converts into two semi-de- 
tached duplex houses. 


Epaulets for Air Cadets 
The blue and gold of the Army Air 
Forces made a reappearance into the uni- 
form of the aviation cadet as members 
of the upper class, recently advanced to 
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basic flight training, received epaulets of 
these colors during a presentation cere. 
mony held at Randolph Field, Texas, re. 
cently. 

These new epaulets replace the old arm 
badges and signify the different cadet of. 
ficer ranks, sergeant to major, of the 
upper class. Designed with horizonta] 
gold stripes against a blue background, 
the number of stripes governs the cadet 
officer’s grade as follows: sergeant, 2; 
lieutenant, 3; captain, 4; major, 5. 


Enlisted Promotion 


Due to present overages the restriction 
on promotion of Army Air Forces person- 
nel to grade one will continue until 
further notice. The restriction on grade 
two was lifted 1 July. 


RAF Bombers to Visit U. S. 

Army Air Forces Headquarters and the 
British Embassy jointly announced plans 
15 July for 16 four-engine Lincoln bomb- 
ers of Royal Air Force Squadron 617 to 
visit the United States, arriving at An- 
drews Field, Md., 28 July. 

The squadron will visit this country at 
the invitation of General Carl Spaatz, 
commanding general of the Army Air 
Forces, to assist the AAF in celebrating 
Air Force Day. Following the celebration, 
the squadron will make a tour of six AAF 
bases : Selfridge Field, Mich. ; Smoky Hill 
Army Air Base, Salina, Kan.; Mather 
Field, Calif.; March Field, Calif.; Fort 
Worth Army Air Base, Tex., and the Air 
University at Maxwell Field, Ala.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 








Foreign Affairs—The flat warning was given this week by Secretary of State and 
General of the Army Marshall to the Governors sitting at Salt Lake City, that 
the United States must aid Western Europe in its rehabiJitation program in formula- 
tion at Paris, or the entire continent would pass under Russian domination. The 
same warning had been conveyed to the Senate Foreign Relations Committee at an 
executive session which occurred last week. Frankly stating that the situation forced 
him to confine his remarks within careful limits, nevertheless the conclusions he 
expressed were of a gravity to justify his appeal that the Nation as a unit support 
the course he is pursuing. That gravity was shown by his assertion that if Western 
Burope passed into the Soviet orbit, there would be a radical alteration of our own 
position in the world, an alteration which would affect “our future prosperity and 
security.” Coming from a distinguished soldier as well as statesman, this expres- 
sion of conviction had an immediate and favorable reaction upon the Governors 
as it had upon many of the Senators. If all of unwilling Europe become communist 
controlled, our export trade would be curtailed by the business methods which Mos- 
cow will impose, and the resources for a fighting war the continent possesses, would 
be mobilized against us. 

Already has been revealed the manner in which Russia organized into a bloc of 
governments the states she dominates. By threats, by cajolery, by bribes and promises 
of food and credits she induced the satellites stretching from the Baltie through 
the Danubian region to the Adriatic, to boycott the Paris Conference. More than 
this she has moved to make them a unit which will engage in economie war with 
the sixteen nations participating in that conference, and the United States. That 
she will seek to enlarge that unit to include Asia and other world regions is in- 
dicated by her activities there. Realizing that rule through ruin was her fundamental 
aim, we determined in March to assist Greece economically and militarily. In the 
midst of border fighting with Albania serving as the base for what the Greeks charge 
is an international brigade, we are giving such assistance. Advising the Greek troops 
in their operations aganst the guerrillas are American Army officers, this upon the 
request of the Athens government and under the authority of General Marshall. To 
enable Turkey to resist Soviet domination of the Dardanelles Straits, we entered 
into negotiations and concluded this week an agreement to supply that country with 
modern military equipment and with funds for the construction of strategic air fields 
and military roads. In addition we have sold to Turkey eight cargo and passenger 
ships which are serviceable as transports and two tankers. Secretary Marshal] admit- 
ted that the purpose of the sales was to increase Turkey’s military strength. To make 
an over-all survey of the situation in China and Korea is the object of the special 
mission dispatched this week to those countries. The Mission is headed by Lt. Gen. 
Albert C. Wedemeyer and includes Mr. Philip Sprouse of the Far Eastern Office of 
the State Department, as political adviser; Rear Adm. Carl A. Trexel (CEC), USN, 
as engineering adviser; Melville Walker of the State Department’s Division of Eco- 
nomic Development, as economic adviser, and Mark S. Watson of the Baltimore Sun 
as Public Relations adviser. The party also includes Lt. Col. C. E. Hutchin, jr., execu- 
tive, Capt. James J. Boyle, Capt. Horace Eng, M. Sgt. Alvin Garbs, and S. Sgt. Albert 
J. Gasdor. General Wedemeyer’s appointment (he will have the rank of Ambas- 
sador) was heartily welcomed by the Chiang Kai-shek government, which recalled 
with gratitude his collaboration when he commanded the American forces in the 
Chinese theatre, and was Chief of Staff to the Generalissimo, Every member of his 
Staff is a far eastern authority, and particularly pleasing to the American press is 
the selection of Mark Watson as his Public Relations officer. As the Military Cor- 
respondent of the Baltimore Sun and as a contributor to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
Mr. Watson, who served in World War I as an Intelligence officer on General Pershing’s 
G-2, and covered World War II in all theatres including the Far East, is regarded as 
peculiarly fitted to serve General Wedemeyer as an adviser on all matters of pub- 
lic relations, Since there are scores of American civilian and military experts in 
China, Russia is seeking to ascertain the real purpose of the Wedemeyer mission. 
That purpose is clear. It is to correlate all the facts upon the basis of personal 
observation and study, and from such correlation to enable the General to advise 
Secretary upon our future policy toward China, which would involve our at- 
titude with respect to Russia, and upon the course we shall pursue to require 
Moscow to carry out its pledges regarding an independent Korea which are being 
nullified by its exercise of the veto power. Thus reviewing the situation in the Far 
East as well as Europe, we find that the struggle between the United States and 
Russia, while originally concentrated upon Europe,~ has expanded to the 
point where open clashing everywhere has _ succeeded the. secret Soviet 
intrigues of the past. That struggle for the time being is economic as well as 
political and ideological, and since modern wars have eventuated from 
this condition the danger of such a development of it no thoughtful statesman can 
disregard. These are some of the implications of Secretary Marshall’s warning 
to the Governors, and their seriousness requires not only public support of our 
policy of non-political aid to Western Europe once it has adopted its self-help 
program, but adequate appropriations for our Armed Forces and their strengthen- 
ing by proper legislation. With the United States determined to oppose Russian 
expansion territorially and communistically, and Russia for the moment persisting 
in a course to foment the conditions of starvation and chaos which will promote 
her aims, it is clear that one or the other Nation must retreat; -and Moscow will 
do so only if the United States demonstrates that it is solidly back of the Gov- 
ernment and has the forces to apply its will. This fact places a special responsibility 
upon Republicans in Congress, and that they are cognizant of it is shown by the 
decision of House leaders to establish a special committee to study the needs 
of foreign nations and our own ability to meet them, this with the help of Ex- 
President Hoover, and by the discussions scheduled between Secretary Marshall 
and the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. Out of these activities is expected 
to develop complete unity on policy between the Executive and Legislative branches 
of the Government, and this will be essential especially in the matter of relief 
and defense appropriations and the grant of loans. 

That Russia can hold her satellites in line in the face of increasing starvation 
and the cold of winter, is one of the grave worries of the Stalin dictatorship. 
Preparing for these serious conditions Russia is forcing her satellites to make trade 
‘and financial agreements with her and between themselves, and at the same time 
is assuring them of her ability to execute them. Secretary of Agriculture Anderson 
weports that Russia has “substantial export quantities of grain,” and Moscow is

propagandizing that she has one of the best harvests in years and that her industry 
is moving toward an impressive production rate, Further she is giving billions jy 
credits—$5 billions to Bulgaria alone. Not to be disregarded is her policy to approve 
agreements which will increase armaments production, and among them are Poland's 
delivery of coal and zine to Czecho-Slovakia, whose~Skoda munitions plant are jp 
production (Russia is to supply iron, manganese and chrome ores) and Czech de. 
livery of machinery to Poland which, it is said, will increase the latter’s steel output 
by 1 million tons. Another appeal Moscow will make to the former enemy satellites, 
which possibly may even include Germany, is a readjustment of reparations payments, 
On the other hand, it is impressing the fear of retaliation upon unwilling peoples, 
and in this connection an example may be made of the Sovjet zone in Austria which 
will be deprived of food by refusal of Russian wheat and by denial of entrance to 
American relief. 

It is self-evident that so far as the members of the Soviet Bloe are concerned, 
the United States will not give them food nor credits, and this fact already known 
to them, is causing their peoples to apprehend a winter of more acute distress than in 
the past, and to assail secretly their governments. Knowledge of this development 


has intensified Russian military preparations, but by reason of geographical con- 
tiguity as well as the presence of occupation forces, revolts probably will wait upon 
greater misery. Because of our distance from, and meagre numbers of troops in Europe, 
we must rely upon the West itself to guard against internal disorders which the com- 


munists will promote, and be prepared to supply the lack of food, machinery and 


materials which the sixteen Nations meeting at Paris will report by September. 
Meanwhile, understanding the importance of Germany and Austria in European and 
world economy, we will promote their reconstruction in every proper way, and, in 
this connection, Washington is approvirg the Anglo-American agreement announced 
by Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American military governor, for a new level of industry for 
their economically merged occupation zones. A new directive regarding Germany 
issued this week paves the way for Western Germany to cooperate with other coun- 


tries of Europe in the implementation of the Marshall plan. It declares that “an 
orderly and prosperous Europe requires the contributions of a stable and produe- 
tive Germany, as well as the necessary restraints to insure that Germany is not 
allowed to revive its destructive militarism.” This means that the United States 
is determined that Germany shall be brought to a point where she can do her part 
in her own as well as Europe's rehabilitation. To this end we will grant credits 
to countries buying her goods, abandon stringent restrictions on German coal and 
steel production and continue to oppose excessive reparations. A conference is under- 
way in Washington between American and British representatves, to increase the 
Ruhr coal output from 216,000 tons daily to 350,000 tons. This would greatly facilitate 
German recovery, and especially aid France. A question apt to embarrass the confer- 
ence is that of the socialization of the mines in the British zone, but if the advice of 
General Clay is followed, as the American representatives certainiy will do, a political 
moratorium will be declared on nationalization and socialization for coal and steel pro- 
duction in the combined zones. 

It is apparent from the above that the strategy of General Marshall is world 
wide. Emphasizing this fact is his proposal for an eleven-power conference on 19 Aug. 
at Washington or San Francisco to start agreement on a peace treaty with Japan. 
This move accords with the view heretofore expressed by General MacArthur. As 
was expected the proposal has no appeal to Russia, especially since it takes the nego- 
tiations out of the hands of the Big Four, eliminates the veto, calls for decisions by 
a two-thirds vote, and, finally, provides for approval of the draft of the treaty by 
all the nations that were at war with Japan. If Russia rejects the proposal, it is 
planned to have the other invited nations proceed through deputies with the drafting 
of the treaty. This proposal will please the Japanese people and Russia may consider 
it as a move on our part to align that country with us in case of trouble. 

Washington naturally is gratified at General of the Army MacArthur’s declaration 
that the recent policy decision of the Far Eastern Commission “ is one of the great state 
papers of modern history.” That decision related to reparations and post-surrender 
treatment of Japanese. The Chairman of this Commission is Maj. Gen. Frank D. 
McCoy, who, while representing the United States, has acted for all the Allied Powers, 
and his unbiased conduct has enabled adjustments even with the Russian member 
of the Commission. Again, General McCoy and General MacArthur are in such close 
rapport that one can usually anticipate the view of the other. Altogether one of the 
encouraging facts in this torn world is that Japan, which, General MacArthur says, 
cannot rearm for modern warfare in a century, and which under his wise and far- 
seeing administration is seeking democracy with peace, has developed into a precedent 
for the adjustment of major issues in spite of Allied disagreements, that if Russia 
would observe, would mean prompt disappearance of the threat of another world 
war. 


Marine Corps—Mr. John N. Brown, Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Air, 
speaking at graduation exercises of the third class of the Amphibious Warfare School 
at MCB Quantico last weekend, asserted : ; 

“I have no doubt at all that you realize you are good. If you did not believe you 
were of the very best, you would be strange Marines, unlike any I have ever met. 
I see no reason why you should not think so, and I would regard any display of 
modesty on the part of Marines as false modesty, for you have demonstrated many 
times that your own high opinion of yourselves is entirely justified. And of all the 
things which Marines do better than anyone else, certainly amphibious warfare is 
foremost.” 

Later, after stating that wars start in the air and end in the mud, Mr. Brown 
stated, “It is your responsibility to see that our major forces are able to set foot in 
the mud where they may fight and win a war.” 


National Guard—The Senate 11 July confirmed the nomination of Maj. Get. 
Kenneth F. Cramer of Connecticut as chief of the National Guard Bureau, succeed 
ing Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger who will retire this Fall by reason of physical 
disability. 

Four units of the 131st Fighter Squadron of the Massachusetts National Guard, 
based at Barnes Field, Westfield, Mass., were given federal recognition during the 
period 1-3 July. Among the 12 ground units accorded recognition during the same 
three days was Company L of the 138th Infantry in St. Louis, Mo. This virtually 
completed the initial organization of the 138th Infantry, which is assigned to the 
35th Division of the Missouri National Guard. The Anti-tank Company is the only 
unit which has not been federally recognized, and organizaiton of this unit has bee? 


“held in abeyance until its redesignation as the tank company in the new type divisio2 


is decided upon by the War Department. 
Lt. Col. Dan BD. Craig, stationed in Washington, D. C., since February 1946 48 
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Pxecutive Officer for the National Guard Bureau, has been assigned to a ten months 
course of study at the Command and General Staff College, Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 
Gol. Edward P. Mechling, the new Executive Officer, was one of the first officers 
to join the Bureau in December 1945 during its reorganization days. He has been 
chief of the Logistics Group since that time. 

Appointment of Ralph N. Earp, of Camp Hill, as a colonel in the Pennsylvania 
National Guard was announced 5 July by the Department of Military Affairs for 
pennsylvania. 

Maj. Gen. Edward J. Stackpole, commanding general of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard, met recently with officers of the Pennsylvania National Guard and 
Regular Army instructors at Indiantown Gap Military Reservation to discuss train- 
ing details of the field training set for 9 to 23 Aug. 





Transportation Corps—Maj. John W. Patchin, TC, has been relieved from the 
Highway Transport Service Division, OCT, and reassigned to the Administrative 
Office, OCT, to replace Maj. Andrew Kowalski, TC, who has been transferred. 

Capt. Thomas L. Harrigan, TC, has been assigned to the Military Planning & 
Intelligence Division, OCT. 

Maj. James S. Hollingsworth and Capt. Donald O. Markham, TC, instructors of 
the ROTC unit at the University of Maryland, visited the OCT on 14 July on matters 
connected with their new assignment. 

Mr. Roland W. Charles, Naval Architect, Office of the Chief of Transportation, 
has recently written a book entitled “T'roopships of World War IT,” which is pub- 
lished agd distributed by the Army Transportation Association, 9380 F. St., N. W., 
Washington 4, D. C. The book contains a foreword by Maj. Gen. Edmond H. Leavey, 
Chief of Transportation. Mr. Charles is a graduate of the U. S. Naval Academy, 
Class of 1925, a former Associate Editor of the “Military Engineer,” and has been 
associated with the water transport activities of the War Department since 1939.

Quartermaster Corps—aA rating of “superior” has been given to 25 per cent of 
of the 460 individual U. S. Army messes in the Occupied Zone of Germany, inspected 
by EUCOM Quartermaster food survey teams recently, Headquarters, European 
Command. 

Food survey advisory teams were started last August on the recommendation 
of Brig. Gen. Milton O. Boone, EUCOM Chief Quartermaster, in order to give U. 8. 
occupational personnel the best food prepared in the most appetizing manner. A 
survey of EUCOM U.S. Army messes completed recently by QM food advisory teams, 
rated 25 per cent “superior,” 51 per cent “excellent,” 14 per cent “very satisfactory,” 
Tper cent “satisfactory” and 3 per cent “unsatisfactory.” 


Special Services—The first Army Exchange course at the School for Special 
Services, Fort Monmouth, N. J., was opened with ceremonies July 9, 10 and 11. 
Thirty-four Army officers are enrolled in this, the first of a series of 10 week 
courses. Addresses of welcome were made by Brig. Gen. Russel B. Reynolds. Chief 
of Special Services; Brig. Gen. Francis H. Lanahan, jr., Commanding General, Fort 
Monmouth, and Col. William H. Kendall, Chief of Army Exchange Service. Col. 
Rankin R. Boone, Acting Commandant for the Special Services School, outlined the 
general Special Services functions. 

Special Services includes Army Recreational Service and Army Motion Picture 
Service, in addition to Army Exchange Service, and these subjects were handled 
by the respective chiefs, namely, Lt. Col. Gibson Niles, Chief of Army Recreational 
Service and Mr. Fred Bund, jr., Chief of Army Motion Picture Service. Lt. Col. 
Rudolph E. Hegdahl of Special Services Personnel and Administration Branch, 
explained the organization of the War Department, the Army Ground Forces and 
the Army Air Forces. Lt. Col. H. R. Greenlee, jr., of Army Central Welfare Fund, 
oriented the class on the use for recreational purposes of non-appropriated funds 
generated from Army Exchange and Army Motion Picture profits. 

Other speakers included Lt. Col. Strahn, Director of the Army Exchange Course; 
Maj. O. Q. Matteson, Director of the Army Recreational Course which will open at 
the school 9 Oct.; and Mr. Gene Montayne of Army Exchange headquarters, who 
outlined the history of Army Exchange Service. 


Naval Air Transport Service—With the assistance of former NATS pilots serving 
on short-term periods of active duty, Air Ferry Squadrons in Norfolk and San Diego 
have greatly reduced the aircraft backlog which faced the Navy in the Spring. 

Since 24 May, VRF-1, Norfolk, has delivered 645 aircraft by flying approximately 
1,168,000 plane-miles. Averaging 43 permanent pilots each week, they also have had an 
average of 87 temporary additional duty pilots each week, and a weekly high of 141 
Naval Reserve pilots on board. The aircraft backlog which reached a high figure of 
17 was reduced to 4 as of 28 June. 

In a seven-week period, VRF-2, San Diego, has delivered 697 aircraft by flying 
approximately 775,000 plane-miles. VRF-2 had an average of 33 permanent pilots, 
and 90 temporary additional duty pilots each week, and a weekly high of 88 Reserve 
— on board. Their aircraft backlog was reduced from a high of 277 to 47 as of 
S June. 


Army Reserves—Members of the first Organized Reserve Corps officers’ class 
to be held at Fort Bliss, Tex., were graduated 3 July. Maj. Gen. J. L. Homer, 
commanding general of Fort Bliss, addressed the class and presented diplomas. Brig. 
Gen. Robert M. Montague, director of the Anti-aircraft and Guided Missile Branch 
of The Artillery School, under whose supervision the ORC class was held, also 
addressed the graduates. The course of study for the class was designed to bring 150 
Reserve officers up to date on War Department developments and plans and included 
‘nstruction in anti-aircraft artillery and guided missiles. A second ORC course will 
be held two weeks in July and the third course of the series in August. 

Eight Universities having Transportation Corps Reserve Officer Training Corps 
units are represented by 150 cadets attending the Army Transportation Corps ROTC 
Summer Camp at Fort Eustis, Va. Under the command of Lt. Col. John Oliver, an 
ROTO instructor at the University of Illinois, the group will, during a six-week 
Session, devote 130 hours to the study of purely military subjects and 110 hours 
to the study and application of technical phases of Transportation Corps problems. 


0 Signal Corps—Brig. Gen. Jerry V. Matejka assumed the duties of Chief Signal 
ficer of the European Command upon his arrival from Bremerhaven 9 July. 
The new chief replaced Brig. Gen. Francis H. Lanahan, jr., who returned to 
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the U. S. as commander of the Eastern Signal Corps Training Center, Ft. Monmouth, 
N. J. General Matejka was former commander of the Center. 

The Assistant Chief of the Civil Communications Section of S8.C.A.P., Col. Jay 
D. B. Lattin of the Signal Corps, together with Mr. R. B. Dunbar, the Director of the 
Postal Division of that Section, have been attending the Congress of the Universal 
Postal Union in Paris, France, as delegates of the Supreme Commander for the 
Allied Powers, in the interests of Japan and Korea. While in Paris Colonel Lattin 
was decorated with the French “Légion @’Honneur”’ by Maj. Gen. Lucien Merlin, the 
Inspector General of the Signal Communications of the French Army, in recognition:

ice, ‘but may receive their advanced grade and 
increased retired pay immediately upon re- 
tirement. 

Section 204 extends the benefits of advance- 
ment on the retired list to the highest tem- 
porary World War II grade and accompany- 
ing increase in retirement pay to those mem- 
bers of the Regular Army heretofore retired 
who were recalled to active duty during World 
War II and also to those who were retired 
during World War II and were not recalled 
to active duty. As to these two groups, the ad- 
vanced grade and increased pay will be ef- 
fective as of the date of reverting to retired 
status and as of the date of retirement re- 
spectively. 

National Guard and Reserves 

The provisions of title III represent a new 
policy with reference to retirement benefits. 
It provides retirement benefits to Reserve com- 
ponents, such as the Reserve Corps of the 
Army, the National Guard, and the Naval Re- 
serve. Heretofore, the only type of retirement 


-benefits paid to this group has been disability 


benefits incurred in line of duty while per- 
forming active military service. 
To be eligible for the retirement benefits 








provided by title III a person must be @ 
years of age and must have satisfactorily per.

As a safeguard in order to insure that the 
intent of this title, namely, that of providing 
an incentive to members of the civilian com- 
ponents to perform continuous Reserve sery- 
ice, may be carried out, a proviso has been 
incorporated in section 302 (a) which re- 


quires that the last 8 years of qualifying sery- 
ice for retirement must be service in a Re. 
serve component, 

Also, simultaneous service in a Reserve com- 
ponent and as a member of one of the Reg. 
ular services shall not be deemed to be Re- 
serve service for the purpose of fulfilling this 
final 8-year requirement, It is felt that this 
limitation is essential in order to avoid the 
possibility that personnel separated from the 
eRegular service who are lacking 1 or 2 years 
necessary to qualify for Regular retirement 
shall not be permitted to avail themselves 
of Reserve retirement benefits merely by serv- 
ing in the Reserve for 1 or 2 years after sepa- 
ration from the Regular service. 

Reserve personnel granted retirement pay 
pursuant to title III will receive such pay at 
the rate of 2% per cent of the active duty 
base and longevity pay of their highest tem- 
porary or permanent grade satisfactorily held 
during their period of service, multiplied by 
the number of years of active Federal serv- 
ice, Added to this they will receive one-half 
of 1 per cent of such active-duty pay for each 
year of Federal service other than active. In 
all cases, the maximum retired pay allowable 
is 75 per cent, 

Section 304 authorizes the cognizant service 
Secretary to place any member of a Reserve 
component in an inactive status for the pur- 
pose of accruing credits for eligibility for re- 
tirement under this title whenever it is de- 
termined by the Secretary that such person 
fails to conform to standards promulgated by 
regulations of the appropriate Secretary. Such 
inactive status shall not, however, affect any 
rights accrued prior to the time the person 
was placed therein. This section also gives 
to the Secretary of the Navy the right to 
determine what has constituted satisfactory 
performance of Federal service prior to the 
date of enactment of this title in the case 
of personnel of the Naval and Marine Corps 
Reserve. Tflis authority is restricted to the 
case the Secretary of the Navy and is not 
given to the Secretary of War due to the fact 
that the Reserve components of the two serv- 
ices have been organized differently in the 
past. Heretofore the classification of the vari- 
ous Reserve components of the Army has been 
such that it is possible to ascertain merely 
from the component in which a person served 
whether or not he took an active part in Re- 
serve activities. In the Navy, on the other 
hand, many persons in the Volunteer Reserve 
performed training duty, including corre- 
spondence courses, cruises, etc., while others 
were content to assume the role of “list sit- 
ters.” Hence, it is necessary that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy be empowered to segregate 
the sheep from the goats, 

Any person who is entitled to receive or is 
receiving retired pay for military or naval 
service, including rétainer pay as a member 
of the Fleet Reserve, is excluded from the 
benefits of title III. 

The term “active Federal service” is deemed 
to include all periods of active duty whether 
for a few days or for extended periods. In 
addition, it includes all periods of annual 
training duty and all prescribed periods of 
attendance at designated service schools. Sim- 
ilarly, it includes any other period of time 
during which personnel are ordered to active 
duty under competent Federal orders. As used 
in the sense which it is intended by the com- 
mittee, the phrase “active duty under compe 
tent Federal orders” includes active duty oF 
training duty performed by Reserve personnel 
irrespective of whether or not they receive 
pay or allowances for such performance. 

In recognition of the fact that it will by 


‘no means be an easy task for personnel in 


the Reserve components to accumulate sub- 
yee periods of active duty in the future, 

a provision has been incorporated in title II 
(sec. 307) which will permit a 30-day com 
structive active-duty credit in any 1 year. 
This credit will be allowed to any persoD 
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who during any year completes a minimum 

reentage of all drills or other inactive-duty 
training, as prescribed by the cognizant Sec- 
retary. This active-duty credit shall count to- 
ward building up the necessary minimum 
active-duty time required, but shall not be 
counted as active Federal service for pay-com- 
putation purposes. This credit will be in ad- 
dition to any annual active duty for field train- 
ing and its accrual shall not be contingent 
upon the performance of any active Federal 


ce. 

Title III also provides that the respective 
gervices shall certify to the Administrator of 
the Veterans’ Administration the names of all 
persons entitled to retirement pay under this 
title. The Administrator is charged with the 
responsibility of payment of these benefits 
to such persons. 

The reason that the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion was assigned this job is that it is the 
agency that has to do with the affairs of vet- 
erans after they have left the services, All of 
these Reserve officers, warrant officers, and 
enlisted men who are retired will no longer 
have any direct connection with the services. 
Since the Civil War, there has been a separate 
agency to take care of the pension problems 
of veterans, Retirement pay is in effect a pen- 
sion. Therefore, it seemed logical that the 
Veterans’ Administration should be the agency 
to take care of the retirement benefits of the 
Reserve components of the armed services, 

For decades pension matters have been 
handled outside the War Department, On July 
31, 1930, the President made an order trans- 
ferring pension matters to the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, 

Basic Purpose as to Reserves 

The underlying purpose in writing this 
policy as to Reserve components into law is 
that the retirement benefits will furnish an 
incentive that will hold men in the Reserve 
components for a longer period of time, It 
was stressed by practically every witness who 
testified on this feature of the bill that the 
most desirable type of Reserve was a reserve 
of men with accumulated training. It was 
also pointed out that the direct monetary 
emoluments payable to Reserve officers and 
men were so small that in many instances as 
the men grew older, became married, and took 
on family obligations, unless an additional in- 
centive were offered them, they would drop 
their Reserve training. The reason for this 
policy. is that we now realize that in the cha- 
otic, explosive, and small world in which we 
live we must have a relatively large group of 
Reserves, well trained, and able to render 
help at once in the event of an emergency. We 
are hoping that the provisions offered in this 
bill, which to many of us seem liberal, will 
be an incentive well worth working for. The 
result should be longer periods of service by 
Reserves and a larger and better trained force 
on M-day, should we be so unfortunate as to 
have another M-day. 


Illustrative Case 

In order to give you an understanding of 
just how the retirement benefits for Re- 
serve components will work out, we have 
picked out several cases indicating exactly 
what certain individuals would get, assuming 
that they served a certain number of years 
and received a certain rank upon their retire- 
ment. These are typical cases and from them 
any interested person could apply the pro- 
visions of the act to any specific case and 
determine what retirement the person in that 
case would get. 

The full value of the retirement benefits of 
this bill can best be realized when translated 
into terms of what the Reserve soldier would 
have to pay each year to an insurance com- 
pany in order to obtain the same retirement 
benefits for himself at the age of 60, A few il- 
lustrative examples demonstrate just how 
— these retirement benefits are worth per 

ear. 

Enlisted Man—Case A 

Take the case of an enlisted man who en- 
tered the Army as a private at the age of 20, 
who served 3 years during the war, and who 
joins the Reserve immediately upon his dis- 
charge, Suppose he stays in the Reserve 17 
more years during which time he completes 
the required 2 years more of active service 
by means of summer camps or perhaps even 
one enlistment in the Regular Army. He thus 
has a total of 5 years’ active service for which 
he receives 12% per cent, and 15 years’ inac- 
tive service for which he receives 7% per cent 
of his base pay and longevity. He would, in 
all, receive 20 per cent of his base pay and 
longevity at the time of retirement, We may 
Suppose further that the private has, if he 
has complied with the standards required, be- 
come at least a staff sergeant and would be 
retired with a base pay of $359 a year, begin- 
ning at age 60. 

Now suppose this Young fellow had started 
out at age 20 to pay an insurance company 

Payments (over the same length of time 
4s he was in military service), How much 
Would he have to pay each year? The answer 
is that he would have to pay $100.98 a year 
for 20 years in order to receive the same 

retirement benefits at age 60 for the rest 
. his life. Thus, H.R, 2744 is worth about 

100 a year for 20 years to this individual. 

Assuming that he lives 17 years (his average 





life expectancy at age 60) he would draw a 
cash total of $6,103 under H.R. 2744, 
Enlisted Man—Case B 

Another eXample of what an enlisted man’s 
retirement is worth can be illustrated by con- 
sidering the hypothetical case of an enlisted 
man who benefits at age 60 after having put 
in 30 years in the Reserve, including 7 years 
of active service, beginning as a private at age 
20 and quitting at age 50 as a master ser- 
geant. His yearly benefit after 10 years of 
waiting would be 29 per cent of his base pay 
and longevity and comes to $861 a year, If he 
lives the average span from 60 to 77 he will 
draw down $14,637 over the 17 years in an- 
nual cash retirement benefits—more, of course, 
if he lives longer. 

To receive $861 a year for the rest of his 
life (beginning at 60) from an insurance com- 
pany he would have to pay in 30 annual pay- 
ments, starting at age 20 and ending at age 
50, of $182.80 a year, So that H.R, 2744 really 
means a cash payment to this man each year 
he serves of nearly $200 for 30 years. 

Officer—Case C 

Take next the case of a boy who was an offi- 
cer, Entering the Army at the age of 20, he 
served 4 years during the war. Suppose that 
after the end of the war he serves 19 years in 
the National Guard or the Reserve and com- 
pletes during this time 2 years of active serv- 
ice by camps or active duty tours, etc, This 
record would entitle him to 2% times 6 plus 
19 times one-half equals 24% per cent. He 
probably would end up as a major in the Re- 
serves, retired at 24% per cent of base pay 
and longevity with payments of $1,321 a year 
for the rest of his life beginning at age 60. 
Of course, he would have to wait from the 
time he was 45 until the time he was 60 to 
receive the first check. 

If during the time from 20 to 45 he bought 
a similar life income, beginning at age 60, 
from an insurance company, he would have to 
pay premiums of $316.29 a year. So H.R. 2744 
is really a bonus of $316.29 a year ($7,907.25 
over 25 years in cash) to the officer who 
stays on 25 years in the Army, keeps up his 
training, and meets the required qualifica- 
tions. 

Officer—Case D 

In a few cases, men who have devoted 
nearly all their lives to the cause of national 
defense (other than Regulars) will réceive 
substantial benefits. I know of one National 
Guard officer who would he able, if he chooses, 
to retire some day under this bill with 7 years 
of active service and a total of 30 years’ serv- 
ice in all if and when he qualifies. Since he is 
a Reserve Brigadier General, he will be en- 
titled to $1,914 a year from 60 on, If he had 
purchased this 60-year retirement income from 
an insurance company at age 20 on a 30-year- 
payment basis, he would have had to pay 
$406.36 a year. This would have been the an- 
nual cash value to him of H.R, 2744. 

Summary 

In general then it can be stated that the 
benefits under this bill beginning at are 60 
will average some $500 a year for typical en- 
listed cases and that this is worth to the en- 
listed man from $100 to $200 a year in cash 
depending upon his age and grade. For an 
officer, an average benefit might be $1,300 a 
year becinning at age 60, and this is worth 
some $300 a year in cash during his military 
career. 

Estimated Cost 

Naturally, Congress will want to know 
something about the cost of these pensions. 
The annual cost of the Reserve provisions of 
the act as contained in title ITI, based upon 
the best estimate that the War Department 
officials could make for us, ranges from $51,- 
924 in 19 to $1.455.725 in 1957. The cost he- 
yond that time is almost impossible to esti- 
mate with any degree of accuracy whatever. 
The reason is we do not know how many 
veterans will continue to work out the neces- 
sary minimum time of 20 years including the 
active-service time, Also, the annual additional 
cost of retirement of Regular Army person- 
nel in their highest temporary World War Ii 
grade under the provisions of this bill is esti- 
mated to range from $1,500000 in 1948 to 
$5,118,900 in 1957, Thus the total annual cost 
of Reserve retirement benefits plus the eddi- 
tional cost of Regular Army retirement in 
the highest wartime grade will amount to $6,- 
574,625 in 1957. 

Elimination of Officers 

The provisions of title I represent the cul- 
mination of a long struggle to provide a means 
of eliminating from the Regular Army ineffi- 
cient, inept, and substandard officers. We be- 
lieve it offers the solution to the problem of 
attrition, which has plagued the War De- 
partment for years, How does this bill handle 
this problem with fairness to those involved? 
The bill provides first for a Selection Board, 
then for a Board of Inquiry and finally for a 
Board of Review. All three of these Boards 
shall consist of general officers, 

The Selection Board shall consist of five 
officers, The functions of the Selection Board 
dre as follows: The Selection Board shall be 
convened annually by the Secretary of War 
and examine the records of all the officers 
on the active list of the Regular Army. The 
purpose of this examination is to determine 
which of such officers may be inefficient, inept, 
or substandard and therefore ought to be se- 
lected to show cause why they should be re- 





tained on the active list. The Selection Board 
will make its selection of officers who must 
show cause for retention upon the basis of 
their failure to achieve such standards of 
performance as the Secretary of War shall 
have prescribed by regulations. 

The Secretary of War will, by regulations, 
provide that such officers as fall below a 
prescribed standard will be selected to ap- 
pear before the Selection Board. Generally 
speaking, they would be officers whose records 
show that they are substandard, either by 
virtue of the inefficiency of their work, be- 
cause of personal habits, or perhaps because 
of ineptitude. Some reasonable measure of de- 
termining the efficiency and the aptitude of 
the officer will be used as the yardstick. When 
the Selection Board has picked out those offi- 
cers whose records show that there is some 
doubted as to whether they should be retained 
in the Regular Army, their names are then 
submitted to Boards of Inquiry. 

The Boards of Inquiry will be convened at 
such places as the Secretary of War may pre- 
scribe for the purpose of according a fair 
and impartial hearing to each officer selected 
to show cause for retention. A Roard of In- 
quiry will receive evidence and will make find- 
ings and recommendations as to officers’ fit- 
ness for retention on the active list. If the 
Board of Inquiry recommends the retention 
on the active list of an officer, his case shall 
thereupon be closed and will not be subject 
to further action, However, he may again be 
selected to show cause for retention at any 
future time. In practice this procedure will 
probably work ont as it has In the Navy, Le., 
that if an officer is repeatedly ordered up for 
promotion and he is repeatedly passed over 
because his substandard performance does not 
warrant his nromotien he will finally be 
recommended for separation, 

Every officer who is desienated to he sena- 
rated by the Board of Inquiry will have his 
case reviewed by a Board of Review. The func- 
tion of a Board of Review will he to review 
the case of each officer recommended for re- 
moval by a Board of Inquiry. The record 
of proceedings in each case must be for- 
warded to the Board of Review by the Board 
of Inquiry. If a Board of Review recommends 
the retention of an officer on the active list 
his case shall thereupon be closed and will 
not be subject to further action, except, of 
course, that the officer may again be selected 
to show canse for retention at some future 
time. If, on the other hard, the Board of Re- 
view recommends against retention, this rec- 
ommendation shall be transmitted to the Sec- 
retary of War for his action thereon, The 
Secretary is then authorized to remove any 
such officer from the active list. Under title I 
his action in so doing will be final and con- 
elusive, 

Title I provides that any officer who is 
under consideration for removal from the 
active list shall he allowed to appear in per- 
son or by counsel at proceedings before any 
Board of Inquiry or any Board of Review. 
It also requires that at all stages of the pro- 
ceedings the officer shall be allowed full ac- 
cess to all records relevant to his case and 
that he shall be furnished copies of the same. 
Boards of Inquiry and Boards of Review 
will, have available before them only such 
evidence as has been furnished by the Selec- 
tion Board or by the officer himself. The Se- 
lection Boards will prepare appropriate ex- 
tracts from an officer’s record at the time 
of the examination thereof. These extracts 
will be forwarded to the appropriate Board 
of Inquiry. Under present Army regulations 
an officer is not permitted full access to his 
War Department personne! file, commonly 
referred to as his “201 file.” This file contains 
copies of all records pertaining to an offi- 
cer’s career, including copies of orders, effi- 
ciency reports, correspondence, complaints 
concerning the officer, etc. The War Depart- 
ment representatives testified that an officer 
is permitted access only to his efficiency re- 
ports and may also obtain copies of orders 
and similar documents, but that he is not per- 
mitted at any time to examine his whole 201 
file, It was brought out in the testimony, how- 
ever, that the Board of Inquiry will likewise 
not have access to the whole 201 file of an offi- 
cer whose case it is hearing, but will be lim- 
ited to the extracts from that file furnished 
by the Selection Board, 

This law is the answer to the criticisms 
of the ineffectiveness and the clumsy proce- 
dure provided by section 24B of the National 
Defense Act. That section was designed to 
rid the Army of incompetent or unfit officers. 
This act also replaces Public Law 190 (77th 
Cong.), which was passed for the same pur- 
pose, but which provided a more summary 
procedure, This act, in section 107 (of title I), 
provides for the review of the records of pro- 
ceedings in the cases of all persons who have 
been removed from the active list of the Reg- 
ular Army pursuant to the provisions of sec- 
tion 2, Public Law 190 (77th Cong.). This 
review will be accomplished by a Board of 
Review constituted in the same manner as 
the Boards of Review prescribed by other 
provisions under title I for the review of cases 
of officers considered for removal in the fu- 
ture, Each officer removed pursuant to Public 
Law 190 shal] be notified by the Board of 
Review and shall have an opportunity to 
appear before the Board in person or by coun- 
sel, This section provides that, after full and 
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fair consideration of the facts and circum- 
stances of each case as they existed at the 
time of removai of the officer, the Board of 
Review shall transmit to the Secretary of War 
a report containing its findings of fact, its 
conclusion as to whether the removal was 
justified, and its recommendation on the ques- 
tion whether the officer should be restored to 
the active list. If the Secretary approves an 
application for the restoration of an officer 
he must transmit the record of proceedings 
to the President, who is authorized and re- 
quested to appoint the officer, by and with 
the advice of the Senate, as a commissioned 
officer on the active list. Such appointment 
shall be in the grade and with the seniority 
which he would have attained by operation 
of law if he had not been removed from the 
active list. If the Secretary of War does not 
approve a recommendation for restoration, 
his action shall be final and conclusive for 
all purposes. 

Title I provides that any officer under con- 
sideration for removal from the active list 
may, at any time prior to his removal there- 
from, make application for honorable dis- 
charge or for voluntary retirement under the 
provisions of this bill (in title II) or any 
other law pursuant to which he may be en- 
titled to the same, If the officer is otherwise 
qualified for such discharge or voluntary re- 
tirement, his application therefore must be 
granted by the Secretary of War, If on the 
date of his removal an officer is eligibie for 
voluntary retirement under any provision of 
law then in effect, he shall be retired in the 
grade and with the retired pay to which he 
would be entitled if he were retired upon his 
own application, If, however, he has not had 
sufficient years of service to be eligible for 
voluntary retirement, he shall be honorably 
discharged in the grade which he holds on the 
date of removal, with severance pay equal to 
1 month's base and longevity pay for every 
year of his active commissioned service, but 
in no case shall such severance pay exceed a 
maximum of 1 year’s base and longevity pay. 
The bill also provides that the same sever- 
ance benefits shall be granted to officers dis- 
charged upon their own application prior to 
their removal from the active list. 

The testimony revealed that it is the expec- 
tation of the Army officers who have studied 
this problem that the elimination of officers 
under this title in actual practice will con- 
sist largely of the elimination of young officers 
in the first 10 years of their service. 

Under the rules now in force an officer who 
is commissioned as a second Neutenant is on 
probation for 3 years. During this period 
many of these officers will probably indicate 
weaknesses which show them to be unfit to 
continue as commissioned officers. Also, it is 
believed that during the years immediately 
following their probationary period that 
should they have any weaknesses of aptitude, 
diligence, character, or habits, these weak- 
nesses would manifest themselves. Conse- 
quently, such officers would, under the pro- 
posed procedure in this act, be eliminated 
before they have attained too long a service 
and the Government had spent too much 
money in keeping them on the rolls, The sep- 
aration of old officers under title I would 
probably be only a small fraction of those 
eliminated,

enough leisure . . .for reflection and the 

development of perspective.” 

Another paramount consideration was 
the relation of the individual officer’s 
background to the development of the cur- 
riculum. Take as an example the average 
student officer. He was reared and at- 
tended high school in a small town in 
the Midwest. At his state university he 
majored in Commerce and received his 
degree, Shortly after graduation he heard 
of the Naval Reserve Aviation Cadet 
Program, became interested, and spent 
1939 at Pensacola. As a Naval Reserve 
Officer, he spent his first two and one half 
years in a bombing squadron, then thirty 
months more as Landing Signal Officer 
on a carrier, saw action in the Solomons 
—New Guinea area, in the Battles of 
Midway, Philippine Sea and at the Leyte 
Landings. He can recall the incessant 
chatter of AA fire, the shudder of the 
ship’s hull when struck by falling bombs, 
the roar of engines as planes soared sky- 
avard, the battle-scarred fuselage of planes 
passing by to slide to their landing on 
the carrier deck. In August, 1945, he was 
busy at a “stateside” air base training 
Landing Signal Officers for the Fleet. To- 
day he is attending classes at the General 
Line School to round out his naval educa- 
tion and prepare him for the diverse 
duties required of a line officer as head 
of department aboard ship and ashore— 
coincidentally, this training combined

Separate List for JAG’s 
(Continued from First Page) 
grade of lieutenant colonel; 19 per centum in 
the grade of major; 23 per centum in the 
grade of captain; and 36 per centum in the 
grade of first lientenant: Provided, That num- 
bers may be authorized for any grade in lieu 
of authorization in higher grades: Provided 
further, That this provision shall not oper- 
ate to require a reduction in permanent grade 
of any officer now holding permanent ap- 

pointment. 

Officers whose names are carried on the 
Judge Advocate’s promotion list shall be pro- 
moted to the several grades as now or here- 
after prescribed for promotion of promotion- 
list officers generally and the authorized num- 
bers in grades below colonel on such list shall 
be temporarily increased from time to time 
in order to give effect to the promotion system 
now or hereafter prescribed by law for pro- 
motion-list officers. 

Within the authorized strength of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Corps additional officers 
may be appointed by transfer of qualified offi- 
cers from other hranches of the Army, by ap- 
pointment of Reserve judge advocates or 
qualified civilian graduates of accredited law 
schools. Those originally appointed in the 
Regular Army in the Jndge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Corps shall be credited with an amount 
of service for the purpose of determining 
grade, position on promotion list, permanent- 
grade seniority, and eligibility for promotion 
as now or hereafter prescribed by law. 

Sec, 48. The Judge Advocate General shall, 
in addition to such other duties as may be 
prescribed by law, be the legal adviser of the 
Secretary of War and of all officers and agen- 
cies of the War Department; and all mem- 
bers of the Judge Advocate General’s Corps 
shall perform their duties under the direction 
of the Judge Advocate General. 

Sec. 49. Notwithstanding any other pro- 
eVisions of law, the Assistant Judge Advocate 
General and general officers of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Cerps shall be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senaté, from among officers of 
the Judge Advocate General’s Corps who are 
. recommended for such positions by the Secre- 
tary of War. Upon the appointment of an offi- 
cer to be the Judge Advocate General or As- 
sistant Judge Advocate General with the rank 

















of major general, he shall at the same time if 





not then holding permanent ‘appointment in 
such grade be appointed a permanent major 
general of the Regular Army.” 

The bill, in general, carries out the ree 
ommendations made by the Committee of 
the Bar Association and that of Lawyers 
especially appointed by the Secretary of 
War to study the problem, as well as the 
report made by the House Military Com. 
mittee following its investigation last 
year. 

Amendments to the original bill provide 
that warrant officers of the Army, and of 
the Marine Corps when on duty with the 
Army, shall be competent to serve on gen. 
eral and special courts; and enlisted men 
of the Army, and of the Marine Corps 
when serving with the Army, shall be 
competent to serve on those courts for the 
trial of enlisted men when requested in 
writing by the accused prior to the meet- 
ing of the court. And “When so requested, 
no enlisted person shall, without his con- 
sent be tried by a court the membership 
of which does not include enlisted persons 
to the number of at least one-third of the 
total membership of the court.” When en- 
listed men are on a court, however, they 
must be chosen from units other than the 
one to which the accused is assigned. 

By another amendment the law mem- 
ber of a court would have to be an officer 
from the JAG Department “or a member 
of the bar of a Federal Court” or in the 
highest court of a State of the United 
States and certified by the JAG to be 
qualified for such detail. This makes it 
more definite than the original phrase— 
“or an officer admitted to practice law in 
a court of the judicial system of the 
United States’-—which has been elided. 

Another amendment, the outgrowth of 
a question as to whether special-courts 
should be courts of record, provides that 
“a bad-conduct discharge shall not be 
adjudged by a special court-martial un- 
less a complete record of the proceedings 
of and testimony taken by the court is 
taken in the case.” 

By another amendment, an accused per- 
son may be represented at the original 
investigation of his case by civil counsel 
that he may provide, by military counsel 
of his choosing, “if such counsel be rea- 
sonably available,” otherwise by counsel 
appointed by the officer who exercises 
general courts martial jurisdiction over 
the command. 

Still another amendment provides that 
the JAG shall have authority to lighten 
a sentence without reference to the Secre- 
tary of War in cases not requiring the ap- 
proval or confirmation of the President. 

The original bill has been changed s0 
as to forbid the censuring of a court or 
any member of it, with respect to the find- 
ings or sentence adjudged, by the appoint- 
ing authority of any court-summary, spe 
cial, or general. 

Other than an extended clarification of 
Section 37, which deals with “Frauds 
against the Government,” and excepting 
the amendments referred to above, the 
bill stands as originally introduced.

Maj. Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, USA-Ret. 

Maj. Gen, Henry G. Sharpe, USA-Ret., 
Quartermaster General of the Army dur- 
ing World War I, passed away at his resi- 
dence in Providence, R. I., 13 July. Gen- 
eral Sharpe was born in Kingston, N. Y., 
30 April, 1858, graduated from the United 
States Military Academy at West Point 
12 June 1880, and assigned to the 4th In- 
fantry stationed at Fort Laramie, Wyo. 
He resigned from the Army in 1882, but 
in 1883 was appointed a captain in the 
Subsistence Department (which was con- 
solidated with the Quartermaster Corps 
in 1912) 12 Sept. 1883. 

General Sharpe became a Major in 1895 and 
was promoted to the grade of Lieutenant 
Colonel just before the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American War. Soon after his pro- 
motion he was ordered to Chickamauga Park 
as chief commissary of the Army concentrat- 
ing there for the invasion of Cuba and Puerto 
Rico. He was Chief Commissary of the Army 
under General Brooke which invaded Puerto 
Rico, After a tour of duty in the office of the 
Commissary General in Washington, General 
Sharpe went to Manila as Chief Commissary 
of the Philippines Division serving in that 
capacty until 9 May 1904, One year later 
after a short period of service as Assistant 
Commissary General, General Sharpe was ap- 
pointed Commissary General with the rank 
of Brigadier General. Two years later Gen- 
eral Sharpe made an extensive trip abroad 
to study the supply systems of the British, 
French and German armies. 

General Sharpe became Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army 16 Sept. 1916, with the rank 
of Major General, and served in that capacity 
during World War I, He was appointed an 
additional Major General of the line under 
the Act of July 1, 1918 and one year later 
sailed for France as an observer, Following 
a period of temporary duty in Washington 
General Sharpe returned to his command of 
the Southeastern Department, Charleston, 
South Carolina, where he served until his re- 
tirement 1 May, 1920, 

General Sharpe’s experience in the line of 
the Army, in actual campaign and in charge 
of purehasing and supply depots, and later 
as Commissary General, qualified him as an 
author and administrator, He was the author 
of “The Art of Subsisting Armies in War’; 
“The Art of Subsisting Armies in the Field 
as Exemplified During the Civil War” (this 
book won for him the gold medal prize 
offered in the contest of the “Journal of the 
Military Service Institution of the United 
States”); and “Subsisting our Field Army in 
Case of War with a First Class Power.” He 
translated from the French C,. H, Aubry “The 
Supply of the Armies of Frederick the Great 
and Napoleon” and in collaboration with Capt. 
H. F. Kendall, USA, he translated “Notes 
on the Supply of an Army During Active 
Operations” by O, Espanet. In 1905 appeared 
his notable work, “The Provisioning of the 
Modern Army in the Field.” This work was 
used by the supply officers of the British 
Army and employed in the course of instruc- 
tion in the great military school at Aldershot, 
England. 

Funeral services were held in Fort Myer 
Chapel, Va,, 16 July. Burial was at Arlington 
National Cemetery,

Brig. Gen. Marlborough Churchill, 
USA-Ret. 

Brig. Gen. Marlborough Churchill, 68, 
assistant chief of staff to General of the 
Armies John J. Pershing in World War I, 
died 9 July in New York City. 

The former director of Military Intelligence 
had been in ill health since his retirement 
in 1924. His death was attributed to the ef- 
fects of an illness which he contracted in 
the line of duty in World War I. 

Born 11 Aug. 1878, in Andover, Mass., Gen. 
Churchill was descended from John Church- 
ill, who came to Plymouth from England in 
1636, He was graduated from Harvard Uni- 
versity in 1900 and started his 23-year Army 
career in 1901, 

He served in the Philippines and in France 
as well as this country. From 1914 to 1916 
he was editor of the “Field Artillery Journal” 











and later was an American observer with the 





year before the United States entereg th 
war, 

He served as acting chief of staff, Arm 
Artillery, Ist Army of the American Expeg 
tionary Force, from January to March, 19 
later returning to this country as assist, 
chief of staff and director of military intelli 
gence until 1920. * 

He was retired as a permanent lieutenand ; 
colonel in 1924 and promoted to brigagied 
general on the retired list in 1930,

guished Service Medal, Officer of the Legio 
of Honor (France), Companion of the Opded

Defense and Victory Medals 

General distribution of the American 
Defense Service Medal and the World 
War II Victory Medal to eligible veterans 
will start on 1 Aug. 1947, it was jointly 
announced 15 July by the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard. 

BKach service is preparing to begin dis- 
tribution on the above date and will 
shorty issue instructions individually 
through local information media as to 
when, where and how application for the 
medals is to be made. Veterans must ap- 
ply ‘only to that branch of the Armed 
Forces in which they served. 

In general, distribution will be made to 
veterans and eligible next of kin from 
local distribution centers. All local Army 
distribution depots will be prepared to 
take care of applications by 15 Aug., and 
Army applicants should wait until that 
date before applying for the medals un- 
less advised otherwise by local announce- 
ment. Veterans are requested not to 
make mail inquiries concerning distribu- 
tion. Complete details will be released 
shortly from Washington and locally. 

It is estimated that the four branches 
of service will distribute approximately 
18,000,000 medals if all eligibles apply, 
divided as follows: 

Army: World War II Victory Medal: 
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11,000,000; American Defense Medal: 1,- 
800,000. Navy : 4,000,000 and 800,000. Ma- 
rine Corps: 600,000 and 80,000. Coast 
Guard : 350,000 and 25,000. All figures are 
approximate. 

Only those who served and were dis- 
charged under honorable conditions are 
eligible to apply for the medals. 

In general, the American. Defense 
Medal is for those who served between 
8 Sept. 1939, and 7 Dec. 1941, inclusive. 

The World War II Victory Medal is for 
active service between 7 Dec. 1941, and 
31 Dec. 1946, inclusive.

Industry Has Higher Pay 

A study by the War Department of the 
current rates of pay in American industry 
shows that officers are underpaid by com- 
parison, particularly in the higher grades. 
Maj. Gen. Willard S. Paul, USA, Director 
of Personnel and Administration, WDGS, 
outlined the results of this study to the 
House Committee on Armed Services, as 
follows: 

“A study has recently been made of the pay 
structure in one of our greatest industries ; 
namely the railroads of the United States... 
These are some of the pertinent findings giv- 
ing due allowance to the differences in 
strength. ; 

“*(a) There are only one-fourth as many 
officers in the Army receiving pay and al- 
lowances above $10,750 today as there are 
in the railroad system. This is roughly the 
pay of a Major General. 

““(b) Among the railroads, 50 per cent of 
the employees receiving as much pay and al- 
lowances as a Major General are in the pay 
bracket above $15,000. In the Army, there 
are two such individuals; namely, General 
MacArthur and the Chief of Staff.’ 

“In other words . the pay structure, 
which, of course, is directly related to the 
grade structure in the Army, places us in a 
position where, for corresponding degrees of 
responsibility, our officer personnel are draw- 
ing less in pay and allowances than would be 
the case if they held similar positions in in- 
dustry.” 

During the lengthy and extensive hear- 
ings on Service promotions, the House 
Committee on Armed Services gave 
serious consideration on several occasions 
to questions concerning pay. During one 
of these discussions, Brig. Gen. John E. 
Dahlquist, USA, told the Committee: 

“It is difficult, if not impossible, to try to 
compare the military service with business, 
but, after all, if we want a regular military 
service, able to do its job, the kind we want, 
and which we should expect, the same type of 
men who go into the professions and who 
go into business as successful executives, 
should be sought for the Army. We will need 
them in the future. 

“Look at the railroads. If we had a struc- 
ture of high-grade compared to what the rail- 
roads have, we would have something over 
1,500 Major Generals. The strength of the 
railroads today is approximately the same as 
the Army today. I have no hope that we 
should or will get any such structure. 

“In another country-wide industry, 18 per 
cent of its people were above the pay brackets 
of our officer corps, and of those 18 per cent, 
1.7 per cent are in pay brackets far above 
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Financial Digest 

Some disappointment was apparent on 
the first anniversary of the U. S.-British 
$3,750 million loan agreement. The British 
hold that they cannot possibly comply 
with some details of the agreement. Loan 
terms require that Britain now make her 
currency freely available for current 
transactions. British dominions and other 
countries in the sterling area are now 
permitted to spend any future sterling 
credits they may acquire wherever they 
wish. Their spending of such credits was 
previously limited to the sterling area. 
From now on any sterling repaid by 
Britain on war debts to other countries 
may be exchanged on demand for dollars 
or other foreign currency. While this move 
had been heralded as the first major post- 
war step in actually breaking down world 
trade barriers, most foreign traders seem 
to believe that the immediate effect on our 
trade aborad will be more psychological 
than actual. In view of the current doubt 
of Britain that all terms can be met, even 
the psychological effect upon world trade 
may fail to materialize. 

The Senate 14 July passed the revived 
income tax reduction bill by a vote of 
60 to 32 and sent it to the White House. 
The vote was two less than will be neces- 
sary to override the veto which has been 
pledged by President Truman. It is ex- 
pected that the veto message will be sent 
to Congress late this week. While the 
House is expected to override the veto 
by a considerable margin the vote on the 
measure in the Senate indicates only a 
small chance of enacting it over Presi- 
dent Truman’s objection. 

General Motors Corporatiog has an- 
nounced that it is suspending all pas- 
Senger production for one week starting 
next Monday. Charles E. Wilson, Gen- 
eral Motors president, attributed the shut- 
down, which will leave 180,000 workers 
idle, to disturbed conditions in the steel 
industry caused by the coal mining situ- 
ation during the first two weeks of July.

New Army Enlistment Policies 

Five new War Department enlistment 
policies intended to interest new groups 
of potential Regular Army enlistees were 
announced 18 July by Maj. Gen. Willard 
S. Paul, Director of Personnel and Ad- 
ministration, War Department General 
Staff. 

Over-all Army strength, authorized at 
1,070,000, has fallen to approximately 
990,000. As of 30 June, target date for a 
completely volunteer Army, less than 
1,000 non-volunteers remained in service 
and these included those hospitalized, 
awaiting trial, in confinement, ete. 

The outflow, however, continues to ex- 
ceed the Army’s intake, and the new en- 
listment policies have been formulated 
in an effort to more nearly balance the 
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Army’s manpower problem. 

The new enlistment plans, some eff, 
tive and some still in a tentative stay 
are as follows: 

1. Resumption of enlistment of Negy 
by quota. 

2. Initial enlistment with first year, 
be Zone of the Interior assignment, 

3. Enlistment of high school graduate 
granting service school choice, 

4. Enlistments for Europe. 

5. Enlisting and educating men wi 
AGCT score between 70 and 80. 

Under the first plan, enlistment of \ 
groes has been resumed as the number} 
service has dropped below the authorize 
quota of ten per cent of actual Am 
strength. This is not actually a new poli 
but a resumption of that placed in effy 
following the Gillem Board report 
utilization of Negro manpower. 

The second form of enlistment is ope 
to former service men who enlist fy 
three or more years. Enlistment is madd 
at a post or station near the man’s homd 
or other locality where he wishes to serrd 
and except in unusual circumstances hd 
will serve there for the first year of hig 
enlistment term. 

The enlistment of high school graduate 





with the offer of training at a select 
service school upon completion of basi 
training is still tentative as an Army 
wide policy but has already been place 
in operation by the Army Air Fore 
where it is reported successful. This 
policy will also apply to three year « 
listments. 

Recruiting for service ‘n Europe is le 
ing resumed. Such c::!istments wen 
stopped about a year ago. The resume 
recruiting applies to white former serv 
ice personnel enlisting for three years 
or more. A brief refresher course will be 
given before assignment to the Europea 
Theater. 

The final enlistment plan, that of e 
listment of men with low AGCT scores 
is still in the idea stage only but a com 
plete War Department study is being 
made of new mental standards. It is fel 
that many good men are barred from thé 
Army because of lack of formal educa 
tion and fhat such men could be enliste 
and given the necessary instruction af 
the same time they are given basic train 
ing. This policy is based upon the nee 
for people with certain skills. Durin 
World War II over 300,000 men with litth 
or no formal education were trained i! 
special schools and about 80 per 
accepted by the Army as efficient soldiers 

The first, second and fourth plans out 
lined are being put into effect immedi 
ately. The third plan is expected to 4 
functioning in the near future, while thd 
last will undoubtedly take some time f0q 
complete study.

Congratulations and thanks for your 
fine editorial on the Coast Artillery Corps 
in your 14 June issue. But even in that 
article you let us down with an inad- 
vertent statement: “Everyone knows to- 
day that defense by fixed rifles is out- 
moded.” That statement is incorrect be- 
cause I for one do not know it. I agree 
that our old openly emplaced gun posi- 
tions have been outmoded since the ap- 
pearance of the attack or bomardment 
airplane. But did not one little battalion 
of Coast Artillery in Ft. Drum, emplaced 
in strong, enclosed concrete positions with 
turret mounts, deny the use of Manila 
Bay to the Japanese fleet until the time 
of the American surrender? 

Do we gas areas which we expect to 
occupy with our own troops? Would the 
enemy drop an atomic bomb on a harbor 
that he intended to capture and convert 
to his own use? Did we not carefully 
avoid damage to the harbor at Antwerp 
in order to use it ourselves after capture? 
Did not the Germans fire great numbers 
of rocket bombs at Antwerp to deny its 
use by our forces, and did not the Coast 
Artillery shoot down practically all of 
these bombs before reaching their objec- 
tive? Are we going to permit the enemy 
to march in and take possession of our 
harbors to unload their equipment with- 
out opposition? 

One of the pages in the glorious record 
of the Coast Artillery of which we are 
proudest is the fact that rarely has a 
naval enemy ever dared to face our guns, 
and we have never known defeat. In 
addition the Coast Artillery has served 
with distinction as cavalry, field artillery, 
or infantry in every war throughout our 
history.

In reference to the article in your issue 
of 14 June on the record of the U. S. 
Coast Artillery Corps, the following may 
be of interest to the officers of both the 
Army and the Navy. 

The principal mission of the U. 8. Fleet, 
in war, is maintaining the overseas com- 
munications of our country while destroy- 
ing those of the enemy. 

To accomplish this mission our fleet 
must seek the hostile fleet, bottle it up or 
destroy it. That is it must be a deep sea 
fleet, capable of taking and keeping the 
sea for long periods. 

However, all vessels require periods in 
port for repair from damage inflicted by 
the sea or the enemy, for scraping hulls 
and for relaxation and rest for the crews; 
and it is axiomatic to state that while 
in port such vessels are vulnerable to at- 
tack by both surface vessels and aircraft. 
Consequently, the Fleet has a right to de- 
mand an efficient defense while its units 
are in our harbors. 

Moreover, this defense must be instan- 
taneous in character. There will be, in 
general, no time to assemble mobile forces 
and also it must be capable of action in all 
kinds of weather—including weather 
(rain, snow or fog) that would restrict 
units of the Air Force to “Operation Bunk 
Fatigue.” 

In general, the hostile flag officer will 
not attack fixed seacoast defenses unless 





he-.can do so-with a: far greater number 
of guns than are on shore. Hence, every- 
thing must be done to maintain extreme 
accuracy of the shore guns. This has been 
accomplished by long horizontal base 
lines, time interval systems, powerful 
searchlights, and constant training by day 
and night, and, in addition, the establish- 
ment of points off shore called “Salvo 
Points”—such points being those from 
which hostile ships could bomb the 
harbor and points in the line of approach 
to the harbor in weather too stormy for 
ship to be detected by direct observation. 
I have computed the data for firing on 
such points in several of our harbors. 

Owing to the present necessity of strong 
overhead cover, our guns should be 
mounted in casemates or turrets—prefer- 
ably turrets. In this connection it should 
be noted that the turret guns at Fort 
Drum in Manila Bay continued to fire to 
within a few minutes of the surrender ; 
that is, they fired at land targets. No 
hostile warships have ventured within 
range of U. S. Coast Artillery guns either 
in the last World War or the first one. 

Again securing temporary or permanent 
command of the sea does not make our 
harbors safe from attacks, as history 
shows in the Japanese naval attack on the 
Russian ships at Port Arthur in the Jap- 
Russo war, and in the German battle 
cruiser attack on Scarborough and Hurtle- 
pool in the first World War. 

The art of computing data for precision 
firing by the map and in general at tar- 
gets not seen at the guns, has now so 
far progressed in the Field Artillery that 
officers of that arm would have little dif- 
ficulty in learning the technique of the 
Coast Artillery if they were attached to 
the garrisons of the fixed defenses, and 
of course it would be very simple for 
Coast Artillery officers to adjust them- 
selves to field conditions, as they did 
while manning heavy field and railroad 
guns in the first World War. In other 
words, the formation of one artillery arm 
would promote efficiency throughout the 
Artillery service. 

Statements to the effect that the Coast 
Artillery as a garrison for our fixed de- 
fenses has been or is a useless expense, 
seem to indicate either a lack of knowl- 
edge of the history of that Corps or an 
illogical conclusion from an analysis of 
that history. 

Finally, allow me to express to you my 
deep appreciation and that of many others 
of your tribute to officers of the C. A. C.

Commutation of Rations 

Newly-authorized commutation value 
of rations for enlisted personnel of the 
Army are published in Section III, War 
Department Circular 174, as follows: 

“1, Commutation values of the ration for all 
enlisted personnel of the Army who are au- 
thorized by competent authority to mess sep- 
arately and enlisted personnel while on fur- 
lough for the fiscal year 1948, except Philip- 
pine Scouts, are fixed as follows: 

“a Within the continental limits of the 
United States, excluding Alaska—79 cents per 
ration. 

“b. Outside the continental limits of the 
United States, including Alaska—90 cents per 
ration. 

“2 In oversea commands and departments 
the officer responsible for preparing the pay- 
ment voucher will indicate, in those instances 
where all or part of the furlough leave is 
taken in the United States, the number of days 
that payment should be made at each of the 
rates fixed by paragraph 1. 

“3. The commutation value of the ration 
for the Philippine Scouts for fiscal year 1945 
is fixed at the rate of 53 cents per ration, 

“4 The foregoing values will not apply to 
credits due organizations on ration and sav- 
ings accounts, 

“5. Section VI, WD Circular 182, 1946, is 
rescinded effective as of 30 June 1947.”

or separated at an earlier date under applica- 
ble provisions of law, shall be retired on that 
date upon which he attains the age of sixty- 
four years. An Assistant Chief of Engineers, 
who is not retired or separated at an earlier 
date under applicable provisions of law, shall 
be retired on that date upon which he at- 
tains the age of sixty-two years.” 

Section 514 orders the mandatory retire- 
ment 6f permanent Brigadier Generals 
and below at the age of 60, the manda- 
tory retirement of permanent Major Gen- 
erals at the age of 62, and the mandatory 
retirement of Professors of the U. 8. 
Military Academy at the age of 64. 

General Eisenhower opposed any such 
special provision, asserting: “The Engi- 
neers are no different from the Ordnance 
or Signal Corps, or any other highly 
specialized branch of the Army.” 

General Bisenhower also was asked 
whether Section 513, prescribing the 
method of selecting General officers with 
a view toward assigning them as Chiefs or 
Assistant Chiefs of Services, would not 
permit the selection of a Chief of En- 
gineers who might not have the neces- 
sary quilifications for this post. This fear 
was voiced during hearings in the House. 

To this, General Eisenhower said: 

“T cannot hold the fear you express as a 
real one. While I would admit it would be- 
come legally possible, I cannot for one instant 
believe that a Secretary of War, or whoever 
is making the recommendation to the Presi- 
dent for appointment, could not or would not 
get the best man for that particular thing 
he has.” 

The Committee also discussed the de- 
sirability of establishing a separate pro- 
motion list for officers of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s Department, but came 
to no conclusion on either subject. 

During the discussion of the Corps of 
Engineers, the following dialogue oc- 
curred: 

Chairman Gurney: “General, it is argued 
and will be asked before this Committee that 
our Engineers were so far in advance of the 
engineers of any army in the world, English, 
and what not, one big reason why we were 
able to land and cross rivers such as the 
Rhine was due to that fact. 

“For instance, I know that the English 
army took a great credit for getting across the 
Rhine River, but the credit should go to the 
Army Engineer Corps that were assigned to 
British at the time they crossed.” 

Gen, Eisenhower: “Well, I think you are a 
little confused on one point, They did not 
take much credit themselves. If there was 
one place where the American Army En- 
gineers were bragged about, it was in the 
British Army. They had much contact with 
us. They thought our Engineers were some- 
thing out of this world, and they were.” 

Admiral Nimitz pointed out in his 
statement to the Committee that law en- 
acted in 1917 authorized four Admirals of 
four-star rank, and that the Navy main- 
tained this number in active service con- 
tinuously until World War II. He asked 
that four-star rank be authorized for the 
following billets, without limitation on 
their assignment except that CNO should 
occupy one: 

The Chief of Naval Operations and the 
Vice Chief of Naval Operations, one of 
whom should be an aviator; and four 
commands afloat—the Commanders in 
Chief of the Atlantic and Pacific Fleets, 
and Commanders of Naval Forces in 
Europe and the Far East (China). 

Salient portions of General Eisenhow- 
er’s statement, and his answers to Com- 
mittee questions, are quoted : 

“I think that no great argument would 
have to be presented to show that our promo- 
tion system has been unsatisfactory. Until 
we got to the grade of General officer, it was 
absolutely a lock-step promotion; and short 
of almost crime being committed by an of- 
ficer, there were ineffectual ways of eliminat- 
ing a man. 

“It is Ulustrated by the fact that the law 
requires at the present time that an officer 
that we consider unsatisfactory, if we have 
been unable to eliminate him by the so-called 
Class B Law, we are compelled to submit his 
name for promotion before we can submit 
anyone under him. 

“We came out of the war with relatively 
few of the men we had in the professional 
service before the World War. I believe the 
figure now is smaller than 10,000 that we had 
in Regular officers before the war. 

“The Congress has given to us a bill allow- 
ing us to build up to a total ef 50.000 of- 
ficers. We want in the integration of those 
officers first to have a sound, solid system 
that will be sound for some years to come, 
so that they may be integrated, so that they 








may see as to where they stand, and so that 
We may proceed to their advancement and 
promotion without the handicaps we hare 
had in the past. 

“Specifically, we need to tell the young 
fellow who is coming in what his prospects 
are, how he stands, what he has to do, what 
standards he has to reach in order to go 
ahead. 

“Our present law, the one under which we 
are operating, has compelled us since the 
war to put up numbers of men filling up the 
top grades with individuals that in certain 
instances would certainly never have been 
selected; and yet, even under the provisions 
of this bill a man can serve five years in grade 
before he is called upon to pass his examina- 
tions to go up to the next, and therefore we 
have already got some in there we would not 
just want to have. 

“The question can properly be asked: Why 
has not the Army and the War Department 
ever come up before with a better bill? How- 
ever, I think many of you present know that 
from our legislative history before the first 
World War, we have never succeeded in get- 
ting a bill that is positive in its action, in the 
elimination of the unfit and the bringing up 
of merit, 

“We gave many months of study to this 
bill, and while there are certain details which 
General Dahlquist will take up with you 
where there can be considerable argument in 
principle, I approve of it completely and 
thoroughly. 

“The one thing I want to impress upon you 
is the need for speeds in getting it on the 
books. When it comes down to ‘particular 
points, some of which the House put in by 
amendments, things applying to General of- 
ficers and so on, I tel} you frankly, Mr. Chair- 
man, I am not going to make a fight about 
any of that. The principles of the bill and 
the handling of the Offiecr Corps are the most 
important things to me. Where our ideas 
differ in some little detail or some specific 
point in numbers, say, in applying to four 
star Generals, I am not going to make any 
great argument about it at all. 

“I am concerned in the principle of getting 
this thing on the statute books. I am in- 
formed that the Navy is in much better 
shape than we are now. They are operating 
under their emerengcey laws, and their bill 
does not bear a great deal of relationship to 
ours, because ours we want to go Into effect 
instantly and theirs to go into effect gradu- 
ally, and not become truly effective for some 
years... 

“The general principle of the bill, just to 
outline it very briefly, is that each officer 
enters the Army at a young age, serves a cer- 
tain number of years in the grades, and be- 
fore going to the next grade is carefully 
checked all the way through to see whether 
he is eligible for going up to that higher 
grade, 

“If not, he is eliminated after he has served 
a given number of years in each of these 
grades. 

“To repeat, the pressure is now pretty bad 
because we are filling up the grades of 
Lieutenant Colonel and Colonel in many in- 
stances with people we do not want.” 

Chairman Gurney: “Is there a question of 
speed right now because of the splitting of 
the Army and the Air Corps, and therefore 
you have some emergency for that reason, 
because the Unification Bill will probably 
pass?” 

Gen. Eisenhower: “That is right, sir. 

“They are going to have a very different 
problem than we do. For example, only re- 
cently we reduced a great number of Colonels 
in the Ground Forces because of their special 

needs. 

“Those who reached the grade of Colonel 
during the war were reduced one grade, In 
the Air Corps you could not do that. 

“The Air Force, of course, stands behind 
this bill just the same as the Ground Forces 
do.” 
Sen. Tydings: “What would be the affect 
on the morale of the Army if this bill passed?” 

Gen. Eisenhower: “I think excellent. It is 
perfectly true, sir, that you will hear in- 
stantly some people claiming that they came 
in the Army under one bil] and therefore 
are entitled to certain rights forever. 

“However, I believe that except for possibly 
three or four hundred, something of that 
kind, the rest of them will take it completely 
fine. 

“IT honestly believe that the Regular Army 
officer, like other people, likes to think he is 
struggling hard and merit is being rewarded. 
I believe in general all of them resent the 
idea that if he has lived long enough he would 
get somewhere. I am against that system 
thoroughly. 

Later, General Eisenhower declared: 

“I do not want more than approximately 
one-third of our Regular officers coming 
from West Point. I believe that is about the 
proper proportion. 

“I think the standards they set are neces- 
sary in the Army, but I want the Army, as 
far as I can make it to be, representative of 

*the whole educational system of the United 
States, and to include those boys even de- 
clined opportunity originally, if they have 
the stuff to make it.” 

After he had read Admiral Nimitz’s 
statement, Admiral Sherman was ques- 
tioned as follows: 





Sen. Hill: “General Bisenhower made the 
statement, apparently after conversation with 
you, that the Army needed this bill definitely, 
but that the Navy could get along. I am 
wondering if there is any difference of 
opinion. 

“Why would it not be better to let the 
Navy end of this bill wait until next Janu- 
ary and give it a little more consideration?” 

Adm. Sherman: “I would prefer that Ad- 
miral Sprague answer that question, but I 
would like to have this comment: That there 
has been no permanent promotion in the 
Navy since before the war, although the 
Army has been able to make certain promo- 
tions. 

“So, their problem is that they have a 
permanent promotion system which they want 
to change. 

“Our problem is that we have not any. 

“Admiral Sprague can answer it from a 
technica] point of view. 

“I know from the point of view of morale 
in the Fleet, it is highly desirable that some- 
thing be done on the subject at this time.” 

Sen. Saltonstall: “But you would rather get 
one that is satisfactory than get one quickly 
that you might not like so well.” 

Adm. Sherman: “I would think so, sir, 
but again I refer you to the Chief of Naval 
Personnel.” 

Sen. Hill: “Did you say you have no sys- 
tem whereby you can get promotions today? 
Did you say that you had no system whereby 
you can get permanent promotions today?” 

Adm. Sherman: “That is correct.” 

Rear Adm. Thomas L. Sprague, USN, 
Chief of Nuval Personnel, who was pres- 
ent along with Brig. Gen. John E. Dahl- 
quist, USA, to answer technical questions 
on the bill, Was questioned as follows: 

Sen. Saltonstall: “If this bill hung fire until 
January, would it not be better, and have 
us make sure that it was satisfactory to the 
Navy, rather than pass a law quickly which 
we might have to amend next year?” 

Adm. Sprague: “This bill is satisfactory to 
the Navy.” 

Sen, Saltonstall: “I thought that there was 
not enough of the four-star ranks.” 

Adm, Sprague: “That is the only thing we 
are taking issue with, sir, The bill as pend- 
ing before your Committee is satisfactory 
to the Navy.” 

Sen. Saltonstall: “With that one amend- 
ment about the little more of the four-star 
rank, you would be perfectly satisfied with the 
bill?” 

Adm, Sprague: “That is correct, sir.” 





Cardinal Spellman Decorated 

Secretary of War Patterson recently 
presented the Medal for Merit to His Emi- 
nence, Francis Cardinal Spellman of New 
York, for Cardinal Spellman’s services to 
the United Nations during the war. 

The citation accompanying the award 
read: 


“His Eminence Francis Cardinal Spellman, 
for exceptionally meritorious conduct in the 
performance of outstanding services while 
touring the battle fronts and theaters of war 
throughout the world. Cardinal Spellman, as 
Military Vicar of the Armed Forces of the 
United States, in his mission abroad among 
high military personne] of the United Nations 
and civilians, both in secular and ecclesiasti- 
eal high places, did much to establish good 
will and a high degree of friendship and 
loyalty between the United Nations in 
prosecuting the war. He covered more than 
18,000 miles in 1942 visiting military establish- 
ments throughout the United States and 
Alaska. As a result of his tour of the hattle 
fronts in 1943 in North Africa, the United 
Kingdom and the Far East, 14,000 letters 
were sent to relatives of American service- 
men of all faiths whom he greeted personally 
during his tour. As a result of his associa- 
tions with both civilian and military authori- 
ties in the countries which he _ visited, 
Cardinal Spellman crystallized public opinion 
in those countries as well as at home concern- 
ing the military observation of the United 
Nations. At the close of the war he visited 
the Catholic chaplains and members of the 
Armed Forces in the Pacific Theater. His 
services have been characterized at all times 
by a magnanimons spirit, his eminent wis- 
dom, his ecclesiastical statesmanship, diplo- 
macy and high patriotism. As a representa- 
tive of American Catholicism, Cardinal 
Spellman brought encouragement and. high 
inspiration, first to the chaplains, then to all 
military personnel, including the high com- 
mand wherever he went.” 





Milton C. Stuart Edits Digest 

Milton C. Stuart, professor of mechan- 
ical engineering at Lehigh University, has 
been named editor of “Naval Propulsive 
Power,” a monthly digest which has been 
authorized by the Office of Navy Research. 

Before joining the Lehigh faculty in 
1926, Stuart served for 11 years at the 
U. S. Naval Engineering Experimental 
Station and at the Naval Postgraduate 
School as a professor of mechanical and 
marine engineering. 





National Science Foundation 


A bill establishing a National Scieng 
Foundation, charged primarily with m 
sponsibility for promoting fundamenty 
or pure research—as contrasted with ap. 
plied research—was passed by the Houg 
on 16 July. 

Some of the duties of the Foundatioy 
would be: 


““(1) to formulate, develop, and establish , 
national policy for the promotion of funds. 
mental! research and education in the sciencgs: 

“(2) to initiate and support basic scientific 
research in the mathematical, physica), 
medical, biological, engineering, and other 
sciences, by making contracts or other ar. 
rangements (including grants, loans, anj 
other forms of assistance) for the conduct of 
such basic scientific research ; 

“(3) to initiate and support scientific re. 
search in connection with matters relating 
to the national defense by making contracts 
or other arrangements (including grants, 
loans, and other forms of assistance) for the 
conduct of such scientific research.” 


National Defense 
Within the Foundation will be several 
divisions, one of which will be a Division 
of National Defense, described in the bill, 
HR 4102, as follows: 


“There shal} be within the Foundation a 
Division of National Defense, which shal) 
administer programs of the Foundation relat. 
ing to research on military and naval matters, 
and such other divisions as the Foundation 
may, from time to time, deem necessary. Each 
such division shall exercise such powers and 
perform such duties as the Foundation may 
prescribe. 

“The Committee for the Division of Na- 
tional Defense shall consist of members in 
a number whieh is a multiple of 12, to be 
fixed by the Foundation, but which shall be 
not less than 12 and not more than 36. One- 
half of the members of such committee shall 
be civilians appointed by the Foundation, 
and the remaining half shal! be representa- 
tives of the armed services, designated in 
equal numbers, respectively, by the Secre- 
taries of the principal branches thereof. There 
shall be within the divisional committee for 
the Division of National Defense an executive 
committee of not more than six, consisting of 
the chairman of the divisional committee, as 
chairman; two civilian members of such com- 
mittee elected annually by the civilian mem- 
bers thereof; a member of such committee 
representing each of the principa) branches 
of the armed services and designated by the 
Secretary thereof. Such executive committee 
shall perform such functions as may be pre- 
scribed by the Committee for the Division of 
National Defense with the approval of the 
Foundation.” 


Security Provisions 

The bill also prescribes security safe- 
guards, as follows: 

“The executive committee, after receiving 
the advice of the Committee for the Division 
of National’ Defense, shall establish regula- 
tions and procedures for the security classi- 
fication of information or property in connec- 
tion with scientific research (having military 
significance) under this act, and for the 
proper safeguarding of any information oF 
property so classified.” 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo.), 
speaking as one member of the Commit 
tee on Armed Services, endorsed the crea- 
tion of a National Science Foundation. He 
said he thinks “scientific research and 
technological developments must come 
first in our National Defense.” 

Representative Charles A. Wolverton 
(R-N. J.) explained the bill’s essential 
features as follows: 

“The Foundation is to consist of 24 mem- 
bers, appointed by the President by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. The 
members are to be nominated from al! areas 
of the Nation and from among persons eml- 
nent in the fields of science, education, and 
public affairs, The scientists and educators 
will have the benefit of lay members cogn 
zant of public and industrial needs, 

“The Foundation is to elect biennially 2 
executive committee of nine members which 
is to exercise the powers and duties of the 
Foundation, 

“The Foundation is to have a full-time chief 
executive officer, known as the Director, whe 
is to be appointed by the Foundation. His 
powers and duties are to be prescribed by 
the executive committee, and are to be exer 
cised and performed by him under the super 
vision of that committee. 

“In arriving at the plan of organization the 
committee, after careful consideration, 
adopted the principle of providing for ® 
strong Foundation membership and giving 
them authority commensurate with their Te 
sponsibility, 

“The bill provides for five divisions within 
the Foundation: The Division of National 
Defense; the Division of Medical Research; 
the Division of Mathematical, Physical, and 
Engineering Sciences; the Division of Bio 
logical Sciences; and the Division of Sciem 
tific Personnel and Education. 
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
